REPLACED BY SHEEP AND CATTLE. 

Where tenants Gindot be found to take the 
farms ot those evicted the land isto be given 
up to grazing.

Her Majesty’s troop ship 
Assistance has just taxen the First Battalion 
of Grenadier Guards from Portsmouth 
to Dublin to givé ald when called upon 
in bréaking down huts and turning aged, and, 
in many instances, half-starved tenants onto 
the roadside. The soldiers stationed in Ire- 
land are mostly Enalish and scotch and some 
Welsh, It is to their credit that they do not 
take Kindly to their duties as assistant bailiffs 
and that the military officers have mere than 
once intervened to prevent acts of excep- 
tional harshness and cruelty toward the un- 
happy tenants. 

WHAT JOHN MORLEY SAYS, 

Mr. John Morley has written to one of his 
triends giving his views of the prospects of 
famine in Ireland and of the conduct of the 
police at Tipperary. The neted Liberal says 
that the distress is both serious and pressing 
and that it is impossible to. im- 
agine the destitution which prevails 
among many of the poorer cultivators. He 
condémns in earnest words the brutality of 
the constabulary afd adds that his visit to 
Ireland has convincéd him more strongly 
than ever that the Irish should have home 
rule and be permitted to manage their own 
affairs. The opinion is gaining that there is 
more than politics in the present attack on 
the Irish leaders atid that Balfour is ptinishing 
Mr. O’Brien for the lattér’s scathing and in- 
sulting language concerning Balfour’s uncle, 
Lord Salisbury. This month will see many 
of the people on the Western coast of Ireland 


rotten potatoes, which is at present abso- 
lutely all that many families have to eat. Un- 
less assistance vomes they may prolong life 
on seaweed until disease with its inevitable 
end attacks their enfeebled bodies’. At pres 
ent many already show the signs of insuffi- 
cient food. Hnnger is abrosd, and cold is 
soon to accOmpany it. The papers are plead- 
ing for their people and picturing their condl- 
tion in language that ought to carry weight 
everywhere if famine is to be prevented. 

It is a matter of life and death, writes 
the Rev. P. Molley of Clare, Ireland, and 
now is the time—now is the only safe time.’’

THE IRISH LEADERS’ PLANS. 

The action in America is taking to raise 
funds for the distressed Irish Cotters is prov- 
ing very embarrasing to the Irish parliament- 
ary party, and will form the principal toplie 
of discussion in-their convention, which meets 
in Dupiu next Monday. Any relief to the 
Cortes Which ultimately finds ite way into 
the poekets of the landiords in the shape of 
rent means the total destruction of the plan 
of campaign. The Post-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent had a chance to talk with 
several members of the Irish party on 
the American famine find. While asa mat- 


tude forthis renewed instance of America’s 
sympathy with Ireland, they did not try to 
conceal the fact that the movement for as- 
sistance is very premature and likely to upset 
the arranged mode of attack on Balfour when 
Parliament meets. The sneers and bluster 
against América im the Tory papers for pre- 
suming to intérfere is merely on the surface. 
Balfour knows very well that the money 
thus raised will this time, as heretofore, 
pay the rent to landlords who support 
him in his coercion policy and materially 
lessen the distréss which he will bé called to 
account for. In anticipation of this windfall 
landlords will postpone promised evictions 
for rent due next November. They know the 
majority of the cotters affected by the potato 
blight will, if they have the money, pay their 
rent rather than be turned out of doors. 
The position of the Nationalist leaders 
is that every tenant whose potato crop 
failed, who pays rent, deserves to 
suffer want. If tenants refuse to pay and are 
evictéd they will be taken eare of by money 
subscribed for the plan of campaign. Thus 
whatever joy bas filied many thousand Irish 
people, who are threatened with want this 
winter that America is raising money for them 
wili not be shared by the politicians, who are 
anxious to make the prospective famine serve 
as a thumbscrew. The Balfour matter will be 
thoroughly discussed at the meeting of the 
Irish party on Monday, and some form of ad- 
dress or manifesto will probably be drawn up 
to Americans aiming to divert the money 
raised purely for adistress fund into the 
Treasury Of the Irish party te be disposed of 
by them in the districts which show most re- 
sistance to the landlords.

RETALIATION. 


Some of the Fruits of Americah Tariff Legis- 
lation—The New Publidejr. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
ONDON, Oct. 4.—A 
Vienna dispatch says 
that Germany and 
Austria have come to 
a substantial agree- 
ment to discriminate 
against the exports 
from the United States 
and that Italy, third 
member ef the Triple 
Alliance, will probably 
join the movement. 
The accésesion of Hol- 
land to thé arrange- 
ment is certain, an 
economie alliance against North America 
having been first suggested by that country. 
In pursuance ot 
abd Hungary have already 
prohibition on Servian swine, and 
changes of a restrictive character are 
proposed in the ;existing tariff on products 
imported from the United States. A recl- 
procity arrangement between Austria and 
Germany is possible, as the industries of 
Austria could not stand German competition, 
at least so the Austrians themselves believes. 
OUT OF EMPLOYMENT. 

Both in Germany and Austria the industrial 
conditions have been much disturbed by the 
new American tariff bill, aud many thousands 
ot working people heretofore employed on 
goods for the American market, are out of 
employment, with winter close «at hand. 
Thousands ofthese people are preparing to 
emigrate, but the many who have not the 
means to emigrate cannot escape suffering. 
On the continent the prospect for the poorer 
classes this winter is very bad. 

Volvint, the noted advocate of protection 
for British industry, has been interviewed in 
relation to the McKinley bill. He says, in 
substance, that Great Britain cannot longer 
afford to throw her markets open to countries 
which place an embargo on British products, 
and he will urge the question of fair trade 
with renewed energy in the coming session of 
Parliament. 

EFFECT ON ENGLISH INDUSTRIES. 

English industry is now beginning to feel 
the effects of the new American tariff law. 
Manufacturers were kept busy up to the latest 
moment possible in making goods for Amer!i- 
ca, to be shipped in advance of the law going 
into operation, and many are now busy in 
filling orders which meanwhile accumulated 
from England and from foreign countries 
other than the United States. This will 
keep such establishments active for 
several months to cume; but this good fortune 
is not universal, and from many quarters 
come evidences of commercial disturbances 
more or less seriousin their effects. In the 
Staffordshire nail works the employes have 
been subjected toal0 per cent reduction in 
wages and a similar blow bas fallen upon the 
small army oflaborers in the steel works of 
Barrow-in-Furness. The Yorkshire mining 
and manufacturing operatives contemplate a 
considerable reduction in the number of their 
employes, and have dispatched traveling 
agents in all directions to endeavor to 
secure new markets in place of the American. 
The buttonmakers of Birmingham have sent 
agents to America to see if it would be practi- 
cabie to retain their market in their country 
by establishing factories there in conjunction 
with their English houses. 

THE PLAIN TRUTH. 

The Yorkshire Post, a leading organ of the 
industries of that regien, says: It is useless 
to live in a fool’s paradise and to attempt to 
persuade ourselves that the loss of our best 
market is a good thing. It may be true, as 
claimed by optimistic theorists that the ab- 
s urd tariff now deing put in force in Améfrica 
will so injure that country’s export 
trade as to permit England to 
secure markets now interfered with by Ameri 
can competition. But this is a contingency 
for thé future only, aud does not diminish the 
gravity of the immediately present situation. 
It does not meet current fixed charges on 
capital nor put bread into the hands of dis- 
éhargea workmen. 
lt is believed that Leeds will almost entirely 
escape any ill. effects from the new law. Her 
cloths are of too highly finished and expen- 
sive a character to be much affected in de- 
mand by slight variations of price, or be com- 
peted with by American goods.

AMERICAN CONSULS’ DUTIES. 

Col. Snowden, Amerivan Minister to Greece, 
left London to-day for Athens. Snowden was 
one of thé principal men in the recent con- 
sular conference. He says the neweustoms 
law is in fair working order all over Europe, 
although it has caused a good deal of fric- 
tion, The prinelpal trouble is with the French 
and German exporters. ‘‘Last year, said 
Snowden, ‘‘Germany had 13,000 convictions 
tor evasions of her own eustems laws. If 
merchants can evade their own laws to that 
extent, what chanoé has any foreign Govern- 
ment with them unless foreign constls’ duties 
are very clearly defined and strong men 
put in Consular office to hold itstrictly up to 
the mark. The chief trouble in our consular 
service is that #0 many Vice-Oonsulskips in 
important cities are filled by natives who 
know nothing of América and care less. 
These posts are occupied by young native 
bankers or lawyérs, who fetain the place 
chiefly for the social prestige it gives them. 
They never risk this social prestige by incur- 
ring the displeasure of wealthy shippers. The 
Consulate at these places snould be filled by 
young Americansand be made remunerative 
enough to pay them for coming abroad.“ 

Snowden said that in the Grecian elections, 
which take plate this month, the Government 
will surely be sustained at thé polls. The 
opposition to Prime Minister Tricoupis is 
divided and not likely to be effective.

The new situation is 

viewed with alarm by the manufacturing and 

property owning classes, who have never 

been inclined to accept with favor even the 

liberal recommandations of the Emperor re- 

garding the treatment of the working peo- 
ple. 

BISMARCK SERENE. 

On the other band, Prince Bismarck, who 
has always averred that the Socialist agitation 
was a far more serious menace tothe empire 
than any Eastern question, is said to be well 
pleased with the growing apprehension 
among those whose Interests make them con- 
servativé. There is no doubt that the Social- 
lista will be allowed liberai rein for a time, but 
any direct attack upon constituted authority, 
whethér by speech or act, will be promptly 
met. Already one Socialist has been thrown 
into jail for a remark construed as disrespect- 
fultoward the Emperor, and the police are 
Watching others for any utterance that may 
give a pretex to afrest them. 

THE MINERS’ REQUEST. 

Entirely different from the programme of 
the Socialists are petitions drawn up in behalf 
of the German miners, and to be submitted to 
the Federal Council, the Reichstag, the Diets 
of the seyeral German States, and the various 
Ministries. They ask that a shift shall not ex- 
ceed elght hours; that wages be paid weekly, 
the minimum wages to be 4 marks à day; 
that measures be taken to prevent the im- 
portation of foreign labor, and that 
miners’ co-opefativé tuniohs be entirély 
in the hands of the men. These 
propositions will undoubtedly be opposed 
by employers, who are Very reluctant to obey 
the enactments already adopted, limiting the 
hours of labor, and regulating the conduct of 
factories. Sostrong is this opposition that 
some journals take the large manufacturers 
severely to task, and compare them with the 
rich who prior to the French Revolution 
sought to frustrate any attempt to inaugurate 
a policy of reform in fayor of the lower 
classes, and thus themselves conjured up rev- 
olution. 

THE SOCIALIST PROGRAMME. 

The Soeialist leaders from the pressure of 
the penal laws, but under a deeper sense of 
responsibility, have entered upon the work 
of prospective legislation with energy, loox- 
lig to legitimate methods and to the sober 

sense ofthe é¢lectoral for support. Depend- 
ing rather upon solid organization of the 
party tham upon passionate appeals, and ex- 
treme and impracticabie demands. 
While they do not expect ijsympathy from 
the ruling classes they will seek 
to inspire them with confidence, respect, 
supported by the influence of a monarch who is 
in earnest and who will not withdraw that in- 
fluence so long as they keepjwithin the bounds 
of law and reason, and so long as the spirit 
of socialism is notthe spirit of violence the 
party has a great future before itand there is 
no telling what it may achieve in the Way of 
politicaland moral régeneration. Under its 
influence the labor agitation Is losing its bit- 
terness and altbough strikes still occur, they 
are rather appeals for justice than of violence.

about her youth and of the fashions then 
popular. ‘‘l often wonder.“ said one, it 
there is suchagreat change as old people 
make out, especiaily in the morals and man- 
ners of our day. 

The old lady settled herself and opened her 
story im true narrative style. When Iwas a 
retty young girl’’—and she isa lovely old 
ady, with brown eyes and beautiful srow- 
white hairand dresses even now to perfec- 
tion— and somewhat of a belle, New York 
City was not much more than a large 
village. Bat we had our social customs 
and grades in societyeven more distinctly 
marked than at present, though money was 
not the absolute power in those days that it is 
now. We wore 4 that were very short 
in the waist, not like the Imitation that you 
girls wear now and call directoire, but short 
as we could get them, the waist coming just 
under the armpits and a belt pressing over 
the swell of the bust, which felt very un- 
comfortable; and that was the ‘classic’ 
style. Our dresses measured just two 
yardsandahaif around the bottom of the 
skirts, and were gored upward until the little 
fulness that was left at the waist was gath- 
ered in by a drawer- string. As for corsets 
they were unknown, and consequently there 
was no lacing, and a woman had to havea 
lovely figure indeed, and, in truth, to look 
wellinthe style of dress we used; but we 
were all natural and not made up as 
20 many ros women are now. Girls ruin 
their natural beauty and grace of form by 
trying toimprove on nature’s outiines and 
letting the dressmakers make their figures 
with the help of a corset and other false 
agents. The outline ot a girl’s figure in my 
day only appeared below the waist, and the 
more natural it was the more fashionable. 
Every pains was taken to show the 
lovely proportions of the wemen and 
the ‘pull-back’ of this day is nothing to 
what our pull-backs were. The statue of 
‘West Wind’ in the Mercantile Liorary is 
more like the appearance of drapery sixty 
years ago, for the outline of the form was 
distinctly visible, In the first place the fash: 
jonable and proper dress for evening wear 
was white muslin. Winter and summer 
we wore these thin white materials 
cut low in the neck, short-sleeved 
and with one scant etticoat beneath. 
The very fashionable avoided flannel skirts 
even in winter and no starch was used in the 
skirts. Some ladies tomake the skirts cling 
closer to the figure 8 dampened them 
before going to a very swell ball or reception 
when they wished to look extra well. heir 
appearance justified a rhyme popular at that 
time:

THE LEAVENWORTH CASF, 


Those deluded people who have been led 
to believe that prohibition prohibits, or 
that it suppresses vice and intemperance 
or elevates in the slightest degree the 
moral tone ofa community should view 
the spéctacle of the reform Police Board 
of Leavenworth, Kan., wallowing in the 
mire of scandal. 

The present police authorities of that 
city assumed the duties of the office with 
a firm and high resolve to make Leaven- 
worth a model prohibition town: It was 
to be swept of vice and garnished with the 
fairest flowers of virtue. Its effulgent 
goodness pervading every nook and 
corner and dominating every part 
of the municipality was to be a shining 
light to all the world, demonstrating the 
triumph of high moral ideas. Orders 
were issued that the joints should be 
closed and the disreputable dives abol« 
ished forthwith. Even the game of pro- 
gressive euchre was not allowed to pollute 
the fine moral atmosphere. 

But there was a hitchinthe chariot 
wheels of reform, With the closing of 
the joints and dives came the shutting off 
of revenue which had made the offices of 
the police authorities desirable. Reform 
is a nice thing, but it does not fill larders, 
and under the dire pressure of poverty 
the reform board wavered and fell. The 
joint-keepers were hotified that they 
could reopen under an agreement to pay 
certain sums into the treasury, and a tax 
upon vice was proposed to disreputable 
characters, The joints and dives com- 
menced business again at the old stands, 
pay day was resumed at police head- 
quarters and Leavenworth resumed its 
whited sepulcher condition. 

Thus under a hypocritical cover of pre- 
tentious morality vice flourishes in viola- 
tion of law with the paid protection of 
authorities whose sworn duty it is to en- 
force the law. The offense is rank and 
the revelation of if naturally shocks 
respectable peoplé everywhere. But the 
Leavenworth case is not single and un- 
usual. A repetition of it is 2 found in 
nearly every city where prohibition hy- 
pocrisy is established by Statelaw. That 
is why candid and sensible men scoff at 
prohibition and prefer legal license and 
regulation of liquor-selling to its farcical 
suppression.

DISTURBING BUSINESS, 

No preceding measure “to settle the 
tariff question’’ has ever contained more 
provisions for unsettling the tariff ques- 
tion and keeping business exposed to con- 
tinuous disturbances from tariff agitation 
and tariff tinkering than the tariff bill 
just passed by Congress. 

It is loaded to the muzzle with offensive 
discriminatious sure to arouse a pro- 
longed opposition in a large majority of 
the States, regardless of their political 
affiliations, In connection with the new 
customs administration law much liti- 


gation will be required to es- 
tablish its. operation in all its 
parts, and there is a probability 


of judicial decisions which will necessi- 
tate more tariff tinkering in every Con- 
gress for years to come. The opposition 
to it will take advantage of every tinker- 
ing proposition to reopen the whole tariff 
question. As if there were not enough 
business disturbance in all this, the bill 
itself reopens the tariff question and 
leaves it open by purporting to confer 
onthe President the disputed power to 
readjust certain schedules and raise or 
lower the taxes on certain important nec- 
essaries at his discretion, to an extent 
which must greatly disturb business cal- 
culations and the expected operation of 
the measure as a whole. 

A compromise measure not wholly ac- 
eeptable to any section or either party, 
but attracting support from all, would 
give promise of stability in spite of frag- 
mentary opposition from all parties and 
sections. Buthereis a bill passed over 
the solid and earnest opposition of the 
party that polled a large majority of the 
popular vote at the preceding election— 
passéd with less votes thah & major- 
ity in either branch of Congress, 
and passed as a party measure by a party 
which could not force all of its own mém- 
bers to vote for it in either House, nor 
keep some of them from voting against it 
and fighting it to the last. As is well 
known many who voted for it under the 
party lash did so with great reluctance 


and Will have hard work justifying their 


votes to dissatisfied constituents. 

There can be no stability in such a 
tariff bill so passed, and no plain sailing 
for business under it.

CAPTURE BY THE BROTHERHOOD, 


The Cincinnati National League Club Sold 
to the Players’ League. 


CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 4.—The Cincinnati Na- 
tional League Club was sold to-day to the 
Brotherhood for $38,000. The Brotherhood 
people came here with the money ready to 
make the purchase, but there was a hitch in 
the deal owing to the factthat the Brother- 
hood wanted a contract with the Cincinnati 
players delivered with the club. This 


could not be done, as the men had 
not been signed, owing to  prema- 
ture explosions of the proposed deal in 
the newspapers. Tne Brotherhood, how- 
ever, said they did not care for any players 
except Mullane, McPhee and Rellly, and the 
whole deal was delayed in trying to get these 
men to sign contracts, they asking enormous 
salaries and big bonuses out of the purchase 
money. After a great deal of talking on both 
sides the men finally came to terms and 
signed contracts and the Cincinnati Base Ball 
Club now belongs to the Brotherhood. F. H. 
Brunell, Al Johnson and John M. Ward rep- 
resented the Brotherhood and President 
Harry Stern and Secretary A. 8. Stern the 
Cincinnatis. One of the articles of agreement 
is that the Messrs. Stern shall not engage in 
the base ball business in Cincinnati directly 
or indirectly without the consent of the Piay- 
ers’ League people. A 


THE EIGHTH WEEK. 


What Is Being Done by the Mississippi Con- 
stitutienal Conventien. 


JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 4.—The eighth week of 
the Constitutional Convention closed to-night 
pending consideration of the report of the 
Committee on Education. The office of State 
Superintendent of Education was con- 
tinued as a constitutional office by 
the close vote of 45 to 43. 


The proposition was not toabolish the office, 
but to make it an office subject to the will of 
the Legisiature. Hereafter the school fund 
will be as large as, if not larger, accoiding to 
88 property, than any State in the 

Jnion. 

The $30,000 appropriated by the Legislaturé 
being exhauited, the convention passed an 
ordinance directing the Auditor to 
honor the certificates of the conven- 
tion by issuing his warrants on 
the Treasury to meet the further expenses of 
the cenvention. The Auditor referred the or- 
dimance to the Attorney-General and there 
was considerable excitement over therumor 
that that officer would say the ordinance was 
invalid for the reason that the convention did 
not possess the power to make an appropria- 
tion. This would have left $5,000 due mem 
bers and employes, with only two-thirds of 
the werk ofthe convention. Ata late bour 
this afternoon, however, the opinion was 
rendered that the ordinance was valid. 


A Dunping Festal Card. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. @.—A prominent 
young physician of this city, Dr. J. Gill Allen, 
has deen arrested for sending a dun 
by postal card. . McKay of 
Indianapolis wre a patient of Allen, 
and Allen claims his services were 
worth $100, but as McKay was young Alien 
made his bill $10. This McKay falled to pay 
and Allen sent him postal cards requesting 
the money. In one he expresses strongly a 
belief that McKay wishes to ‘‘beat’’ him. 
Allen gave bond in the Federal Court. The 
penalty is $100. 


His Accounts Were Feund Correct. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., Oct. 4.—The Times- Dem- 
ocrat;s Baton Rouge special says that an in- 
spection of ex-Postmaster McGregor’s ac- 
counts has been made by a special govern- 


ment agent and asfar as Known they were 
found correct.

A Benevolent Enterprise, 


AUSTIN, Tex., Oct. 4,—Prominent Masons 
met here to-day to consider the pro- 
priety of using some $25,000 now in 
the hands of the Grand Ledge to 
erect a dormitory here where board will be 
free to orphans of Masons who may wish to 
attend the State University, tuition in which 
is free. A committee of five was appointed to 
repare an address to be submitted to the 
odges in the State. 


A Huge Mining Deal. 


JOPLIN, Mo., Oct. 4.—One of the largest 
deals in mining land in this southwestern dis- 
trict was closed yesterday. The purchasers 
were the Center Creek Mining Co., who have 


been leasing their lands for several years 
from E. F. Webb and other heirs of Farmer 
Webb at Webb City, Jasper County, a few 
miles northeast of Joplin. The price paid fer 
160 acres was $315,000.

THE MOST POPULAR EUROPEAN WATERING 
PLACE THIS LAST SUMMER. 


Why Aix-les- Bains Distance All Rivals—The 
Prince ef Wales’ Homburg Dinners—The 
Daughter ef the Ceunt de Paris Whe 
May Be Regent of Portugal—A Dinner 
at Minister Reid’s.

The two 

great stars of the sea- 

son at Homburg, the 

Prince of Wales and 

Prince Bismarck have 

both left that popular 

place of summer re- 

resort. The first- 

named gentleman has not made as deep an 

impression on the social life of the place as 

usual. He has created no sensation, has 

brought forward no new American beauty 

and bas contentea himself with dining daily 

on the terrace in company with chosen groups 

of his gentlemen friends, the individuals com- 

posing the party being different every day. 

Report whispers that these fortunate person- 

ages thus selected tosbare the repast of the 

heir to the British throne are always expected 

to pay not only fortneirown dinners but for 

that of their distinguished host as well. I 

wonder if rumor really tells the truth or this 
occasion, Ah, who can guess? 

Aix-les- Bains has, I think, proved the most 
fashionable and the most frequented of the 
watering places this season. The throng of 
visitors has been very great since the begin- 
ning of August, the arrivals having been 
numbered by the throusand. And as the 
regular season there does not close before the 
end of October, the exquisite weather we are 
now enjoying will tend to increase the num- 
ber of newcomers for the next six weeks. 
Aix has this summer enjoyed an incontesta- 
ble advantage over all ita rivals; it is warm, 
an odd qualification for a summer resort it 
would seem, but what with snow in Switzer- 
land and inundations in the Engodine and 
rain everywhere else, people have been 
chilled with the cold and curled up with the 
dainpress and generally made miserable by 
the 

UNGENIAL TEMPERATURE 
at almost every other watering place in Eu- 
rope. Sunny, smiling Aix has alone held her 
owm and has enjoyed an undiminished popu- 


larity. The artistic coterie there just now 
is unusually brilliant. The younger 
Coquelin, the famous drawing 
room singers of the London season M. Isidore 
de Lara, Col. Mapleson, Mme. Nevada-Palmer 
and Dr. Palmer, and the Countess de Mirandi 
(Mme. Christine Nilsson), are among the 
newest arrivais. l’oor Mme. Nilsson met with 
s sad loss on her departure from Paris which 
has decidedly cast a gloom over the first days 
of her stay at Aix. Her pet dog, a beautiful 
and valuable animal, to which she was greatly 
attached, was run over and crushed bya car 
atthe railway station while she was waiting 
for the train for Aixto start. She caused the 
mangied remainsof the poor animal to be 
brought to ber and had them conveyed with 
her to Aix, where she had them interred; 
which shows thatthe great primadonma has 
a kind and feeling heart. 

The electric illuminating wires have been 
making a sensation on the Paris boulevards, 
as they do in the United States occasionally, 
only it was fortunately acomical and not a 
tragic affair. On the gayest and most fre- 
quented of ail the Parisian thoroughfares, the 
Boulevard des Italiens, a great brown spot 
suddenly developed in the ceater of the wood 
pavement of the roadway. Whoever at- 
tempted to cross the street at that point and 
set foot on the spot aforesaid was compelied 
to give way to most undignified impulses. 
Men hopped up and down and used profane 
language, horses started and snorted and 
even the dogs uttered wild yelps and sprang 
up intotheair. A large and cheerful crowd 
collected on the sidewalks and hugely enjoyed 
the fun, but their amusement was heartiessly 
checked by 

A CORDON OF POLICEMEN 
who compelled the spectators to move on 
and seta guard around the mysterious brown 
patch onthe pavement, till the wires which 
had produced it could be put a stop to. Mean- 
while ail Paris is being torn to pieces, so far 
as its principal streets are concerned, for the 
purpose of installing the electric light here 
there and everyhere. May the electric eur 
rents, if diverted from their legitimate chan- 
nels, produce only amusement as they did 
the other dsy, and net ghastly tragedies as 
so often has happened heretofore. 
The Count de Paris will probably never be- 
come the King of France, but his eldest 
daughter may at no distant period of time 
take into her small, firm hands the reins of 
government in Portugal. Queen Marie Awme- 
lie has beer quietly and steadily assuming a 
prominent and authoritative position at the 
Court of Lisbon. Her husband, the yeung 
King Don Carlos, has been in an ailing con- 
dition for some time. He looks the 
very picture of health, being stout 
and fair and fresh colored, with an 
oper, genial countenance, but he has been 
too ill even to sign decuments, and that be- 
fore the attack of typhoid fever, from which 
he is now suffering, was fully declared. In 
fact, it was a hunting party, which he insisted 
upon attending in spite of the state of his 
health, that brought about the fever. He was 
not able to be present at the recent review of 
his army, so the young Queen donned her 
riding habit, mounted her horse, and, 
calling the principal ladies of her 
court around her, went forth and 
reviewed the troops in her husband’s 
stead to the immense enthusiasm of both offi- 
cers and soldiers. Should Don Carlos die er 
sink into confirmed ill-health, his spirited 
wife would become the Regent of the king- 
dom as guardian for her eldest son the 
LITTLE PRINCE OF BEIRA, 

who is only 8 years old, so, with a long minor- 
ity before her, she would bave ab ample time 
and opportunity to exercise her talents at 
reigning as. Donna Christina, the Queen 
Regent of Spain, has enjoyed. Queen Amelie 
is just 25. She isalady of great strength of 
character, and when she first arrived in 
Portugal she quietly but firmly opposed al! 
attempts made at domineering over her by 
her imperious mother-in-law, Queen Maria 
Pia. That energetic lady, Victor Emmanuei’s 
youngest daughter, even tried to dictateito the 

oung Princess when she first arrived in Lis- 

on, the colors and the make of the toileties 
which she was to wear on grand ceremoniais, 
but her pretty daughter-in-law gave her to 
understand that, as a French girl, she 
was perfectly capable of decidin all 
such questiens for herself. — 
Amelie was the beauty of the 
Orleans family, and is a charming brunette 
with sparkling dark eyes and a bright, ani- 
mated ceuntenance. she prides herself very 
much on her descent from Louis XIV., though 
the Orleans branch can only claim direct de- 
scent from the Grande Monarque by the left 
hand through the marriage of the Regent 
Gaston with one of that sovereign’s lilegiti- 
mate daughters.

THE POLICE AND HIS FRIENDS &TILL 
HUNTING FOR THE DONIPHAN EDITOR. 


Chief Harrigan Confident That the Missing 
Man Is Alive, and Will Be Feund Seen 
—The Detectives Visit the Hospitals 
A Prebable Explanation of the Disap- 
pearance. 


OU can go home 
and tell the 
young lady that Ma- 
brey is not dead!” sald 
Chief Harrigan last

He will turn up in a day or two, perhaps in 
an hour, all right side up with care. 

In spite of this assurance from the Chief, 
bowever, Thomas Mabrey has lest all confi- 
dence in the beliefthat his brother is alive, 
and has nearly decided to give up the search, 
but he willremainin St. Louis a few days 
longer to see what they can do. It 
seems to be the opinion of everyone 
that Mabrey is still alive and will turn up all 
right, but his relatives cannot believe the 
theories advanced by the police that the 
young man went out for one last jolly evening 
with bachelor friends, and becoming intoxi- 
cated, missed his train and was then ashamed 
to show himself. 

THE HOSPITALS VISITED. 

Yesterday Detective Archambeault accom- 
panied Mr. Mabrey, the brother of the missing 
man, to the City Hospital and St. Vincent’s, 
St. John’s and other hospitals to see whether 
de had been taken there, Det a careful search 
proved unavailing. Mr. J. A. Lee of the 
Interstate Grocer accompanied Mr. Thomas 
Mabrey on 4 visit to the 
numerous tailoring establishments in 
the city for the purpose of endeavoring to 
find where the missing man had his clothes 
made, but their search also proved useless. 
A number of cab drivers were also given 
photographs of Robert Mabrey to discover 
if possibie whether he had been 
Griven any place in a carriage. The 
reward of $250 for the finding of Rebert L. 
Mabrey dead or alive, is inciting the greatest 
interest in the search for him, and every po- 
lice officer and cab driver is a self-constituted 
ea for the purpose of securing the re- 
ward. 

The police yesterday discovered in St. Louis 
a woman known te be a friend of the defeated 
rival of the missing man, and it was thought 
probable that she was the one who either 
wrote the anonymous ietters or mailed them 
for the writer,but aclese questioning ot her 
by Chief Harringan failed to elicit any infor- 
mation or furnish any  clew to 
the mystery. The man who is 
thought to have written the letters and to be 
implicated in the disappearance of Mabrey 
has been located ina small Kentucky tewa, 
where he bas been employed asa civil engi- 
neer. A letter was received in this city from, 
him by an acquaintance, dated Tuesday, but 
it could have been mailed by some other per- 
son. A teiegram has been sent to the con- 
tractor for whom he works to discover wheth- 
er he has been absent or net.

A DUEL TO DEATH. 


A Terrible Tragedy Enacted Last 
Night on Ninth and La 
Beaume Streets. 


John Feeney, After Stabbing Wil- 


liam O’Donnell Several Times, 
Is Shot and Killed, 


The Fatal Figut Occurs iu the House of Mrs. 
Anna Myers, Whe Was Indirectly the 
Cause of It—Feeney Broke Inte ithe 
House, Knife in Hand, and Without 
Word of Warning Began His Deadly As- 
sault—McDonneli’s Statement of the Af- 
fray. 


About 10 o’clock last night, Wm. O'Donnell 
in self-defense and aiter a desperate fight, 
shot and killed John Feeney at the house of 
Mrs. Anna Myers, No. 919 LaBeaume 
street. The shooting was not done until after 
Feeney bad broken in the back door of the 
house and attacked Mrs. Myers with a 
knife, which he used upon O’Donnell 
for standing between him ahd the woman, 
and when the one shot was fired that resulted 
in Feéney’s death, O'Donnell was faint 
and weak from (five desperate stubs 
inflicted by the man upon whom he used the 
pistol. O’Donnell was a painter and lived in 
rooms at the foot of Tyler street, 
while Feeney was a machinist living 
at Fifth and WasB. The men, according to 


eye witmanceoes re unknown to each other, 
and there was about their sudden aud rita: 


meeting an element of sens tionalism un- 
usual even to such bloody affairs. 

Mrs. Anna Myers, who rents the house No. 
919 La Baume street, and who ls the wife ofa 
river man running on the steamer Cherokee, 
was seen immediately aftertne killing, by a 
Posr- DISPATCH reporter, and told the follow- 
ing story: 

MRS. MYERS’ STORY. 

**I have known the dead man, John Feeney, 
for a number of years, and be ore I was mar- 
ried he used to pay attention tome. Since 
my marriage he has tried to 


persecute me in various ways, and although I 
would not allow him to visit the 
bouse he has several times tried to 
force himself in and has threatened 
my life. Last night Will O’Donnel! called at 
the house and was piaying cards in the room 
back of the with Mr. 
and Miss Emma Just before 
10 o’ clock some one knocked at the door and 
when I went there I saw it was a friend of 
John Feeney. I do not know 
this man’s name, but he lives 
somewhere on Clinton street and works at 
the Southern Hotel. He éaid he fad a 
message from Feeney, bat I would not let 
him in, and closed the door. I thotwht then 
I heard Feeney’s voies. A few minutes after- 
ward there came an awful 

at the hall door, and the 
moment John Feeney rushed 

a large pocket knife open in tis hand and 
made for where I was. I sprang up and tried 
to get out of the room. At the 
same moment O'Donnell juniped between 
me and Feeney. He made no motion to 
strike the man or to draw a weapon, but 
Feeney sprang at him and then I saw 
O’Donnell fall back aud heard him say 
‘lam stabbed.’ He did not fall to the floor, 
and Feeney made for him again and seemed 
to stab him several times. Then 0’ Dofinell 
cried, ‘Look out or In = shoot,’ 
and as Feeney cut at him again he 
drew arevyolverand fired. Feeney fell to the 
floor, and Was dead almost before any ons 
could move towards bim. 

Miss Emma Elken, the only other eye wit- 
ness to the tragedy. told substantially the 
sume story of the killing as did Mrs. Myers. 
Both women were téerribiy agitated. 

Feeney was shot in the face, just to the left 
side of the nese, the bali passing upward 
into his brain. O'Donnell was stabbed thiee 
times, once in the arm, then in the chest, and 
a cut la the chin. 

Immediately after the shooting the police, 
accompanied by a quickly gathering crowd of 
neighbors, came upon the scene. An ambu- 
lance was Summoned and the dead body of 
John Feeney was taken tothe Morgue, while 
the wounded man, Wm. O' Donell, was taken 
to the Oty Hospital. The little room 
where the tragedy occurred was covered with 
blood and the furniture was disarranved by 
the deadly struzgie that had taken place be- 
tween the two men. — 

The back door, epening at the side of the 
house tothe rear, showed the nature of the 
biow that Feénéy dealt it, oue entire panel 
being broken out and the lock burst from its 
fastenings. 

FEENEY’S UNKNOWN FRIEND,

A Veteran Editor Gone— Death of Gordon 
Cole—The Roll. 


SEDALIA, Mo., Oct. 4.—The funeral of S. W. 
Smith, the veteran editor of the Warsaw 
Times, whose death was announced yes- 
terday, will be held to-morrow at 
Warsaw.

They visited other places and 
finally Beach’s, on Howard 
street, where Kilrain makes his head- 
quarters when In this city, 
got into a controversy with the cabman, who 
had been drawing them about. Kilrain, to 
defend his side of the argument, zrabbed the 
cabmanm by the coat collar and gave hima 
good shaking. The poor fellow began to cry 
out murder and pollee at the top of 
his voice. Just at this movement 
the young barkeeper, who is barely 21 years 
of age, was coming up the street with three 
companions. The quartette at once ran for 
the place, the barkeeper being in ad vance. 
When he reached the QGghter and 
hie struggling victim, Kllraln dropped 
the cabman and asked the barkeeper whether 
he was init. The cabman happened to be a 
friend of the barkeeper and the latter 
promptly replied that he was. He at once 
emphasized his statement by landing a sting- 
ing blow on the pugilist’s neck, which sent 
him into the gutter. Having accom plished this 
feat, which he considered sufficient glory for 
the night, the barkeeper and his friends 
started on a run with Jack Ashton, who had 
now recovered from the surprise 
aused by the barkeeper'’s presumption, at 
heir heels. Finding bimself notiy pursued 
and Ashton close upon him, one of the bar- 
keeper’s friends turned about and drawing a 
pint flask of whisky from his pocket smashed 
it across Ashton’s face. The shock gave the 
quartette ample time to get out of the way 
before they were damaged.

THE WCURLD’S FAIR. 


Chief Clerk Brackett Thinks the Apprepria- 
tion Will Not Meet xpenses. 


CHICAGO, III., Oct. 4.—The Tribune says: 
Maj. Fred Brackett, Chief Clerk of the Treas- 
ury Department, was in Chicago and yester- 
day bad a consultation with Secretary Dickin- 
son regarding Worid’s Fair matters. He does 


not see any chance for’a conflict of authority 
between the National Commission and the 
Lodul Board, but he cannot figure out exactly 
how the com mission will get on with what 
will be left it out of the $1,500,000 appropria- 
tion by Congress after other matters have 
been attended to. He says: ‘‘The active work 
of the commission will cover about three 
years—October, 1890, to October, 1893. The 
allotment under the act of Congress will 
leave but $100,000 per year for the use of the 
commission; but as more will-be needed in 
1893 than in 1892 and more in 1892 than in 1891. 
the proper proportion would be 350, 000 in the 
fiscal year 1891 (ending June 30), $100,000 in the 
Hscal year 1892, and $150,000 in the fiscal year 
1893. Now, while allagree that £800,000 is not 
too much for a proper Government exhibit in 
a building which is to cost $400,000, it can 
easily be demonstrated that $300,000 will not 
suffice for the reasonable expenses of the 
commission. Consequently in this case Con- 
gress will be called on to allot the appropria- 
tion between the cominiesion and the depart- 
mental board. Otherwise there would simply 
bearace between the two in the matter of 
expenditures,each endeavoring to get the sum 
* necessary to carry out its projected 
plans.

DISASTROUS FFFECTS OF THE M’KINLEY 
LAW ON TRADE WITH CANADA, 


The Views of Premier Merceir ef the Prov- 
ince of Quebec — Natural Outlets fer 


Foreign Tobacco Inte American Ports 
— Heavy Cargees. 


Ngew Tonk. Oct. 4. 
HE Hon. Honore 
Mercier, Premier of 
the Province of Que- 
bec, is in this city. 
In an interview yes- 
terday with a Herald 
reporter he said: 
Wille I do not 
know that I am pre- 
pared to discuss de- 
tails now, I am sure 
the etfects of the 
McKinley bill on@anadian trade will be very 
serious. It will materially injure people and 
interests on both sides of the line. To begin 
with, itisan unfortunate thing for Canada, 
because we are a large agricultural coun- 
try with only about five million 
inhabitants, and it is essential that we 
should have a market for our products, 
The United States is our natural market for 
two reasons. Inthe first place itis divided 
from us only by an imaginary line which men 
(and not Providence) have placed, and in the 
second place the United States market is of 
more than 60,000,000 people. So we have right 
at our doors the largest market we can find. 
Markets in the two or three countries in Eu- 
rope, which are opened tous, are 3. 000 miles 
away. Evidently, therefore, if any two coun- 
tries wereever designed to trade together 
they are the United States and Canada. Now 
the tariff steps in and proceedsto interfere 
with this beneficient design. By this new law 
the interference willbe greater than ever. 
Under the old tarifftsome little trading was 
possible. You needed our products, our 
mutton, oats, barley, eggs, horses, farm 
products generally. We needed some of your 
manufactures and other products, There 


was bound to be some interchange of com- 
modities under these circumstances. But the 
increased duties of the new tariff are prac- 
tically prohibitive in some of these | ines and 
will have the effect of stopping trade alto- 
gether. Ihe new duties on horses, cattle, 
barley and all other 9 products are 
prohibitive. There is a particulariy good 
trade in horses. The new duty on eggs is 5 
cents a dozen, that is prohibitive, and there 
was a good trade in that line. “Canasta has 
had a protective tariff many years now. It 
has, I believe, as a rule, 5 fairly well 
during this time. But in my judgment a 
great mistake was made in not procuring, at 
the beginning, an equitable system of reeiproc- 
ity with the United States. This idea of try- 
ing to rigidly separate the commercial rela- 
tions of nations providentially designed to 
trade with each other is fundamentally wrong 
and can only work mischief.’’ 


Enxngland Must Act, 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Oct. 4.—Discussing 
the effect of the McKinley bill in Europe, the 
Halifax Herald says to-day that it is almost 
imperative on Great Britain to take decided 
action in the matter. The McKinley bill 


has been passed with the avowed pur- 
ose of coercing Canada into separating 
ro the British empire and joining the 
Unſted States. It is, therefore, in ite nature. 
an act of war on the British Empire to bring 
about its dismemberment. The Herald be- 
lieves that while Great Britain may for a time 
goon affording her enemies the same trade 
facilities in her ports that she accords her 
own children, she will not continue to do it 
long. The empire cannot afford to stand 
supine and inactive while her dependencies 
are logislated against in a way 80 prejudicial 
to their welfare. 


Hustling Tobacco Inte Port. 


NEW ToRR, Oct. 4.—Another one of the Rot- 
terdam steamers, the Werkendam, which are 
hustling across the ocean with enormous 
loads of Sumatra tobacco, arrived at the bar 


late last night. She should ot up to the city 
and declare before 3:30 o’clock this afternoon, 
and thereby save the thousands of dollars ad- 
vance on dutythat the new tariff law will 
make on this one cargo. The Werzendam is 
said to have as much tobacco aboard as had 
the Spaaradam. whose cargo was valued at 
$1,500, 000. 

The Zandam, which left Rotterdam Sept. 17, 
also with a large consignment of Sumatra 
leaf, and which should have reached here 
yesterday, has not yet been sighted, and the 
tobacco mea to whom her cargo is consigned 
will sing a song ot exceeding sadness if she 
does not come up the bay this morning.

Model of the Earth. 

I would like to suggest as a novel and 
attractive feature for the Exposition of 1891, 
that a globe, say about twenty-five feet in 
diameter, be constructed of light material 
and suspended on its axisin the open space 
at the north end of the building with its 
center about on a line with the upper floor. 
It should be set atthe proper angle, (23 deg.) 
and be made to rotate on its axis. It should 
be surrounded by a balcony so as to allow 
close inspection. I would coat the surface 
with some material of 4 plastic 
nature, — Modeler“ s clay or paper pulp or 
any material which would harden after being 
molded. Whiie in its piastic state it could be 
molded so as to show the proper depressions 
in the earth’s surface for rivers. lakes and 
seas, the relief forms showing mountains and 
valleys. In short, I would make a perfect 
model of the earth, with the exception that it 
would be necessary to slightly ezagserate the 
relief forms to bring them out boidiy. To 
complete the effect the sphere should be 
painted artistically to show the water, land, 
mountains, etc., not asthe maps in our ge- 
ographies are shown, the lowlsunds green and 
tablelands brown, but it should be painted to

State, a well executed an rominent tablet 
containing the names of the Governor and his 
Cabinet, and samples of the most noted 
products of the State. If ores or minerals, 
in cabinet size; if in owder form 
or Auid, in uniform giass mre (3 
oz. each); and machinery, etc., in good 
sized picturesin every instance, these speci- 
mens and pictures to be properly labeled witb 
name of State, locality and titie of the frm or 
owner,and if possible giving the pertentage of 
area, etc. Tbe space ot this State exhibition 
is to be closed in front with a fine wire 
screen, allowing full and close inspection yet 
preventing uncalled for handling. In notify- 
ing the exhibitor of the State to which he has 
been assigned, the secretary controlling said 
notice shall atthe same time give the names 
ofall other exhibitors under the name of one 
State, so that in order to arrive at a sys- 
tematic plan of action all exhibitors under 
one State may meet and exchange ideas— 
how to proceed to gige, for instance, to the 
State of New York or Ilifmois or Ohid, etc., 
precedence over all others in point of beauty, 
tastefulness of designand display. All ex- 
hibitors should be informed that it it is the 
intention of the management to present a 
medal to each firm composing the State win- 
ning the prize, and tothisenda coupon will 
be attached to every ticket of admission, 
which can be voted to any State by depositing 
the same in a suitable receptacie of the State 
desired, thus rendering the coutest popular, 
honest and expressive of real merit. 

The steps leading tothe room beneath the

The interior of the building, consisting of 
one room, directly under the cupola, is em- 
bellished by the pictures of our various Pres- 
idents in transparent form and ornamented 
with a suitable numberof flags, The light for 
each transparent to be a pure white and of 
sufficient strength to illuminate the picture 
fuily, The cupola, extending nearly tp the 
height of the Exposition building, is made of

| VENICg, Sept. 3. 
CAN side with the 
poet as to the charms 
of Venice, especially at 
this season of the year, 
R with its brilliant sun- 
light and azure skies so 
dear to the heart of the 
painter, together with 
its palaces and works of 
art. But on the other 
hana why hasn’t some 
poet sung of its discom- 
forts? I bad often heard 
previous to my debut on Italian soil that Italy 
was the home par excellence of the frisky flea 
and the musical mosquito, but I did not know 
how aggressive they could be until I learned 
from practical experience. My epidermis is 
mow in such a condition that I look 
es if I had been undergoing tatooing 
treatment for dime museum purposes. We 
alse have spelis of hot weata, the such 
as you never dream of in America, in which 
one is simply in a state of lethargy. No won- 
der the Italians are lazy with thie sweltering 
elimate and that the easiest way for them to 
try and make a living is to cheat the guileless 
and always to them opulent foreigner. I 
hope won't be accused of exaggeration in 
saying that everybody tries to cheat you bere. 
The principal but easy method is to give one 
the wrong change. Only in one case yet have 
I succeeded in getting the right change at 
first. Italiane have no fixed price for any- 
thing. They size one up and then fix the 
price. One dey two friends and myself 
dined at a restaurant where we 
also haa dined the day previous. 
In paying our bill we found that they only 
ehurged double price for a certain dish to 
which we had already paid the night before. 


As our command of the language did not al- 
low us to let them know what we thought of 
Italiane in genera! and that restaurant in par- 
ticular it occurred to us that the only 39 to 
get even with that establishment was to Doy- 
eott it quietly which we accordingly did. 

I suppose Venice has the greater number of 
narrow streets in proportion to the size than 
any city of the worid. In the majority you 
eau easily step across from one window to 
another. These narrow street in spite of their 
disadvantages have also their advantages. In 
the first place Venice being built on an island, 
or mud bank if vou will, is pressed 
for room and besides these streets 
afford a grateful shelter from the intense 
heatofthesun. These streets are paved with 
large flat stones sheer from wali to wail. 
Then as there are no horses in Venice and 
consequently no vehicles, the streets except 
for sanitary purposes are not required to be 
wide, and who carés about sanitary regula- 
tions in Italy, the home of musie and poetry

The only four-footed animals 1 have seen in 
Venice are dogs. Since my arrival I have 
seen only two horses, which are used in a 
@trect car line at the Lido, Venice’s bathing 
resort. I suppose there are many 
of the ratives who have never seen 
a horse in their life. Gondolas are the Vene- 
tians’ street cars, trains, cabs and carriages 
combined. Of course there are many foot 
routes all over the city, but the stranger who 
wanders around constantly finds himself com- 
ing to a dead stop infrontof a canal. If he 
wants to go any further he has to hire a gon- 
dola or retrace bis footsteps. Canals are 
very picturesque in literature and pictures, 
but in the original they smell to heaven. 

There is no doubt of there being plenty of

splendid man physically and gorgeous 
in the matter of uniform.

A person can live very cheaply here. I sup- 
ose the average Italian working man lives on 
ess than a fraue a day.

Atthe street stands you can 
get four big peaches for a cent and a large 
unch of grapes for the same price. The ma- 
jority of the people seem to me to eat little 
and often. In the poorer quarters there

eyes of the public. In the 
windows you can see big dishes piled high 
with varieties of fried fish, while at the 
counter isa motiey crowd of workmen, who 
stand while taking their sustenance of fried 
fish, polenta or dry bread. Polenta is Italian 
for mush and inthe better class of restau- 
rants it is a favorite dish, eaten hot with but- 
ter and sugar. 

leaw a good deal of maize growing very 
Iuxurlantly between the frontier and Venice. 
1 did not see a single cow or an acre of grazing 
land in the same region. One day I was 
sketching on the Custom- nouse quay. which 
ig situated on the promontory between St. 
Marke and the celebrated Church of San 
Giorgio. The Custom-house is one of the 

OLDEST BUILDINGS 
in Venice. The stones are crumbling away with 
‘gage, almost evefy one of them being patched 
with new pieces. The number of uniformed 
men who were around that custom-house do- 
ing nothing was simply appalling. Some of 
them sported a uniform like a soldier and 
carried a gun, while all wore a bayonet. One 
squad of them wore a bell-shaped hat witha 
singie straight feather sticking right up. A 
great many of the rank and file of the soldiers 
and government officials wear an unbleached 
linen uniform in the summer, whichis cool 
and atthe sametime cheap, the last a great 
consideration for acountry like Italy with its 
disorganized finances. 

Venice ig getting modernized. There are two 
hideous iron bridges and a line of penny 
steamers On the Grand Canal. There are va- 
rious ferry stations on the Grand Canal where 
some half dozen gondolas are stationed. They 
have some curious regulations. If you xo 
across alone they charge you 1 cent, whereas 
af you go with. three or four, though they are 
all strangers to you, the fare is only 2-5of a 
cent. Some friendgeft mine who lives on the 
other side of the Grand Canal had to cross 
quite often. They always have paid a cent 

they noticed one day an indi- 
with them only putting 2 cenat- 
limes, and several not paying at all. 
They were simply paying for the whole 
crowd. They had a wordy war with that 
gondolier, but would only pay the same as the 
natives. Ifyou are axgreen foreigner! sus- 
pect they would try and charge you as much 
as for an hour. The legal fare for a gondola 
trip is 1 franc and lor an hour? francs 
with a pourboine. 

Walking is very tiresome in Venice as you 
are constantly climbing over the bridges, 
which allow the gondolas to pass under, have 
to be higher than the street level. When A 
gondolier comes to the intersection of two 
canals he utters a peculiar cry as a warning. 
Iwas crossing onthe ferry afew evenings 
ago. in the middie of the Grand Canal 
1 suddenly heard a warning Cry; turning 
round I had barely time toduck my head 
when the prow of a gondala passed over me. 
‘As the prow of the gondola is very hich over 
the water they can pass over the whole width 
oe.

In the chess world the men are well Known. 
Steinitz has been the hero of many a contest. 
He is as well known as was the gifted Morphy 
in his day. Techigorin has played many 
matches in Europe, and he is well known in 
this country, where he has visited often. 

The great army of chess players is looking 
forward to the match with unusual interest, 
for not every day is a game played by cable, 
Indeed, a proposition of this kind would have 


Morphy, and even now it must be admitted to 
be a novelty.

Quite a 
long drawn out affair it westoo. Then there 
was a more famous contest, in which the 
players were even more widely saparated 
than they will bein the affair soon to come off, 
for while one party wlayed at St. Petersburg, 
the other 228 in a remote part of Eastern 
Siberia. owever, in neither match, was the 
cable used as it is to be by Steinits and 2 schi- 
gorin. \ 

A good many persons will wonder how 
chess can be played by cable; and this is not 
strange, Underany circumstances chess is 
not the easiest game to play. To play it by 
cable is even more @ifficult as a matter of 
course, and to cable backwards and forwards 
all about the various moves would bea very 
expensive business. Therefore the chess 
Players who wish to use tbe wires in their 
contests have had to follow the examples of 
business men, and avoid much expense by 
adopting a cipher code that will allow a single 
figure to tell a great deal more than figures 
usuaily do. Steinitz and Prof. I. L. Rice, 
President of the Manhattan Chess Club of 
New York City, are now busily engaged in 
arranging for thé coming match, whichis to 
be for $1,000 a side. a 

The code is necessarily complicated. In 
fact, there are several systems in the matter. 
Steinitz is in favor of the simplest, for rea- 
sons economical and otherwise. He talked 
the matter over with the writer yesterday, 
and expla ned the manner in which the code 
thathe favors will be managed. He sat in 
his home in front of a handsome chess tuble 
and rapidly wovea the chess men from square 
to square us he explained. He was technical 
in his @xpressions, but those who know any- 
thing of chess can follow him.

for this kind of match,’’ he said; ‘‘the main 
objects are cheapness and simplicity. It haa 
been proposed to have a universal system of 
notation in these matches, but as a matter of 
fact there is in existence a system that is very 
simple in ite way, and that is on the whole 
the best that I know of, although strange to 
say but little is known of it. This system is 
fathered by Herr Johannes Metger of Kiel. It 
is a cheap method of telegraphing moves 
which consists in @ sort of adaptation of 
figures throughout for the well known 
German notation of .moves in adbreviated 
form. The figure is a good thing to use, for I 
understand that the cable charge three figures 
as one word, and a single one in chess may be 
be made to mean a good deal. It may be ad- 
visable to make some change in Metger’s 
system, but as it stands it is the best tha t we 
have, and we cannot well say whether it will 
be wise to wagons it much until we can tell 
just how the cable companies can handle the 
matter.

It 
stretches out over days and weeks, 
and in addition to traveling expenses, there 
are the hotel bills, and the contestants find 
that it cesta them a pretty penny to engage in 
a match ofthis cind. Chess matches, too, do 
not take in as much Money as some other ex- 
hibitions of skill. 

The arrangements forthe match have not 
been fully completed, but the interest of 
chess players in it is great. and the money 
needed to assure its success is assured. The 
fame of the players, who will engage in it, and 
its peculiar character are sufficient to arouse 
interest,

OPEKA, Kan., Oct. 4. 
—The capital city is 
all excitement over 
the approaching visit 
of President Harrison 
to the reunion of 
Kansas soldiers to be 
held in this city the 
coming week.

ing of veterans ever held in the West. It 
opens on Wednesday and closes on Friday, 
on which day President Harrison will be here. 
The invitation was extended tothe President 
more than a year ago through Senators Ingalls 
and Plumb, and since then he has been vis- 
ited at various times by delegations urging 
him to come to Kansas on this occasion. 

The President’s secretary has telegraphed 
to the Department Commander here that the 
presidential party will leave Washington on 
next Tuesday. On Wednesday Gen. Harrison 
will attend a reunion of his brigade at Gales- 
burg, Ill. On Thursday he will visit the 
Ottumwa (lo.) coal palace,arriving in Topeka 
on Friday moruing. It is understood that on 
Saturday he will go to the corn palace at 
Sioux City, Io., returning to Washington on 


Monday. 


Arrangements have been made to entertain 
the President while he is in Topeka in the 
most royal manner. It is the first time that 
the city has ever been bonored with a visit 
from a President and it is proposed ta make it 
the great event In the history of the city. He 
will be met at the Kansas State line by a com- 
mittee consisting of Gov. Humphrey, Chief 
Justice Horton, Mayor Cofran, Judge McFar- 
land and Judge Martin.

Kentucky Horse Notes. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Oct, 4.—A careful going 
over of the horses that can be relied on to be 
on hand atthe coming fall meeting here re- 
veals the fact that the limits of the stable ca- 
pacity of the Kentucky Association will be 


taxed to accommodate not only the stables 
that have signified a willingness to come, but 
those alone that have already made final 
arrangements to ship their horees here at the 
conclusion ef the Latonia meeting now 
in progress. Some twonty bookmaking 
firms have spoken for room in the betting in- 
closure and the sale of auction pools will aiso 
be conducted onthe grounds. The comple- 
tion of thre club- house, grand stand and other 
improvements will meet the wants of the 
racing public, who have long whimpered at 
the lack of accommodations here, while the 
widening of the track now makes it possible 
for every horse in a large field to have a 
chance to win. Secretary James B. Ferguson 
has already been engaged as starter and 
the increase in the value of the purses, it is 
thought, with a free entrance, will swell the 
entry list to such prvuportions that six or 
seven races will have to be run daily. In fact, 
bad weather alone can prevent the Kentucky 
Association bolding the best fall meeting in 
its long and eventful history, which covers a 
period of sixty-four years. 

Jockey Moore, who has been under engage- 
ment with the Natura stables and riding in the 
famous Harper yellow for some time past, ran 
away from thatorganization at Louisville last 
week, and it is thought he has gone to West 
Side track at Chicago. It is stated that the 
stable that hasaclaim or the services will 
push their rights tothe high tribunal of the 
turf and it is probable that Moore will remain 
on the ground for some time to come, once he 
is located. The causewf his actions are due 
to achastisement given him by the trainer of 
that stable, Lee Christy, who is the boy’s 
uncie, Moore’s chief reputation as a jockey 
was earned by bis ability to ride Asocreola, a 
horse he scored several brilliant victories 
with during the season of 1887 and 1888. 

All is not pleasant with Col. M. Lewis Clark, 
President of the Louisville Jockey Club, and 
owner George Scoggans of the famous Scog- 
gan Bros’ Stable. The cause of the breach 
was due to a selling race on the last day of 
the meeting at that place, in which G. M. and 
Lydy, both from the Scoggan stable, were 
entered. The rules will not allow two horses 
belonging to the same stable to start in a sell- 
ing race and there is also arule covering handi- 
cans and sweepstakes requiring that where 
one stable enters two horses all or none must 
start. It seems Col. Clark interpreted the 
rules wrong or rather got slichtly mixed, at 
any rate he let the latter rule govern the 
situation and forced Scoggan to scratch both 
horses. The breach arising over this un- 
pieasantness is of more concern to the gentie- 
men in question than the racing public, still 
the latter will be somewhat affected. Mr. 
Scoggan says he will never start another 
horse at Churchill Downs. 

In a talk with a prominent Kentucky horse- 
man recently, Secretary Brewster, of the 
Washington Park Club, sald that organization 
proposed to be abreast with the times, 
World's Fair year, and among other races a 
$50,000 guaranteed Derby would be given and a 
big handicap fer older horses to be worth not 
less than half thut amount. That 
Bummer that club will also race from fifty to 
sixty consecutive days, and no purse of less 
than $1,000 will be offered. As to the new 
racing clubs taiked of in the Wingly City, Mr. 
Brewster says if such projects afe carried out 
they can only tend to Increase the interests of 
the racing there rather than injure Washing- 
ton Park or any other yey | organization in 
that city. He inclines to the belief that Wash- 
ington Park is on too grm a foundation to be 
affected by any rivalry which may spring up, at 
leastin the next ten or fifteen years. It is prob- 
able the famous Melbourne Stable, with the ad- 
dition to its ranks o& Elmer Ralley, the noted 
wentlieman jockey, will bein the arena again 
next year with a lot of 2-year-olds and several 
3-year-olds, headed by the slashing filly, 
Semper Fidele. Mr. Ralley will not only man- 
age tne stable, but when he can make the 
weight he will do the riding. As of old the 
other members of this confederation will be 
the blonde Adonis of the turf, Col. W. 8. 
Barnes, and Col. Jas. E. Pepper. Many 
horsemen who have seen young Ralley ride 


‘are enthusiastic over his skill as a jockey and 


unhesitatingly advance the opinion that he 
will hold his own on any of the big tracks. He 
can easily ride at 110 pounds, and in a pinch 
might be able to hit the 100 line. With such a 
jockey to ride the round dozen of 2-year-olds 
owned by this confederation, this stable will 
be a most formidable candidate for racing 
honors in 1891. 

The showing made by the 2-year-olds in 
the J. A. and A. H. Morris string this year 
has been phenomenal, and no stable hereto- 
fore ever received inasingie season sucha 
revenue by the winnings of youngsters of this 
age. It is also remarkable that this stable’s 
earnings with 2-year-olds, which foot up thus 
far this season the ban€some sum of $131,472, 
was secured without the ald of furnishing tue 
winner of either the valuable Junior Cham- 
plon, Stakes or the rich Futurity Stakes.

Magnesium, in colled wire or ribbon, was 
found most successful for illuminating sub- 
terranean pictures. The magnesium was 
coiled upon areel, and unwound automatic- 
ally as it burned, so that a steady light could 
be given througbout the entire time of ex- 
posure. In this way Dr. Edward L. Wilson, 
the Oriental traveler and writer, photo- 
graphed the interior of the Great Egyptian 
Pyramid. 

Eight Bedoulns were posted inside and 
around the apartment with an uplifted taper 
of burning magnesium in each hand. Three 
cameras, large and small, were focused, in 
order to Increase. the ghances of success. A 
wilder and more weird sight he never wit- 
nessed. The dark skins of the Arabs, with 
their white robes shining in the brilliant 
light; their excited yelle, their stampeding 
when a bit of hot oxide chanced to fall upon 
their bare shoulders or feet, and the intense 
glare of the burning metal, all gave the 
scene, as ‘he describes, an infernal realism 
which needed no fanciful Salvator Rosa to 
paint or Dante to make more horrible. At 
last, he says, ‘‘American magnesium aad 

THE YANKEE CAMERA 
were victorious,’’ and three picturesof the 


mysterious ‘‘coffer’’ in the interior of the 
great Egyptian pyramid were brought out to 
light, that all might guess what it really was. 

In asimilar manner Piazzi 1 
the interior of Cheops; and Mariat, the 
Alderspach Rocks in Selisia, Germany. Nadar 
of Paris made many remarkabie photographs 
underground in the gay capital of France and 
others, both in the old world and this 
country, photegraphed under the surface of 
the earth by means of the magnesium light. 
In this country, especially, werejphotog- 
raphers successful in depicting the interiors 
of mines and caves. 

It was found thata burning magnesium wire 
only 0.07 m. m. in thickness furnishes as 
much light as seventy-four candles of whick 
five go to the pound, and it has been calcu- 
lated that 0.120 m. m. of magnesium wire of 
the thickness mentioned above, when burned, 
produces light equal to seventy-four candles 
burning ten hours. Where about twenty 
pounds of stearine would be consumed It 
would need only about seventy-two grains, or 
two aud a half ounces of magnesium. When 
powdered, and used with gunpowder or 
supplied freely with oxygen by 
chior of potash, the intensity 
magnesium light is greatly increased, It bas 
proved so dangerous, however, in connection 
with these active oxidizers and explosives 
that magnesium powder is now used for the 
most partin the pure state. Several deaths 
have actually occured from the explosions 
occasioned by these dangerous compounds. 

There was just enough danger in the com- 
pounds sold to havea charm for amateurs, 
though professionals, who have to use the 
powder every day in their business, did not 
care to risk being blown up any oftener than 
they could heip. The actual photographing 
was very simple and required no extraordi- 
nary skill on the part of the operator. 


THE POWDER 

is flashed into instantaneous combustion be- 
fore a reflector made of tin or cardboard, and 
is supported during the combustion by an 
asbestos plate attached to the reflecting 
frame. Correct focus is obtained by holding a 
candle near a prominent feature of the pict- 
ure, before the powder is fiashed. The can- 
die-light illuminates sufficiently to obtain a 
sharp focus of the otherwise dark subject. 
The plate is developed the same as an or- 
dinarily exposed phonographle dry plate, and 
all the subsequent processes are the same. 

Many have been the interesting photographs 
made beneath theearth’s surface by these 
means. A remarkable picture was the one 
made in France some time ago. A landslide 
had occurred in the most andden manner at a 
quarry and a large number of workmen were 
buried in the subterranean galleries. It was 
supposed that the men were entombed at 
least two hundred feet below the mouth of 
the mine, but nothing certain could be known 
of their position, and for an attempt at rescue 
to have any chance of success a reabon- 
ably ideaof their approximate whereabouts 
had to be gained. The difficulty was 
overcome by means of photography. A 
shaft about one foot in diameter was 
lowered in the direction of the gallery and 
through it, by means of a frame, a small 
camera mounted in a metallic tube was let 
down. The camera was fitted within the tube 
at its upper end so that it might be fixed at 
any angle by tightening or slackening the 
conneeting cord, Above and below the camera 
were placed rows of incandescent lamps, and 
when the apparatus had been lowered the 
camera was made to Incline outward from the 
case. In order to photograph the interior of 
the gallery into which the camera had been 
lowered, all that was necessary was simply to 
turn on the electric curgent and light the in 
candescent lamps, the plate being exposed at 
the same time. In this manner 4 plate was 
exposed five minutes, which on development 
revealed the ghastly fact that all the unfortu- 
nate miners had been starved to death In thelr

It ls more an oblique cleft 
in the trap roek of the Orange Mountains than 
n cave proper, and is so narrow at its en- 
trance on thetopofthe hill that only with 
extreme difficulty cana rather slender man 
mame his way into the widening darkness be- 
ow. 

When magnesium light first became practi- 
cable for photographing beneath the carth’s 
surface, the writer determined to depict with 
his camera the innermost recesses of this 
mysterious cavern. He employed a small 
hand camera, which conld be lowered into 
the cave first by means of a rope, and then 
followed himself, crawling and sliding, and 
supporting himself by the projections on 
each side of the trap walls. With some diffi- 
culty be at last reached what proved to be 
the bottom of the hill, and there proceeded 
to photograph the entire gallery. A large 
—— of the magnesium powder was 

ashed from a flat stone picked up in the 
cave, while the little hand camera was held 
as firmly as possible against one of the wulls. 
An intense smoke followed which nearly suf- 
focated the rash experimenter as well as the 
gioomy denizens of the cavern, and it was 
only with extreme difficulty that the ascent 
was made. When developed, the photograph 
showed an excellent picture of the cave inte- 
rior, but no sign was there of hidden treas- 
ure. 

Mr. 8. R. Stoddard, the Adirondack photog- 
rapher, has been most successful in photo- 
graphing by means of 

ARTIFICIAL LIGHT. 

His photographs of Howe’s Cave in the 
Adirondacks are most remarkable. One shows 
the great Eagie’s Wing, which is a stalactite 
in this famous cave; and another, and per- 
haps the most interesting of all, a number of 
bats hanging to the wall of the same cave. He 
used an ordinary tripod camera for making 
these photographs, but flashed alarge quan- 
tity of magnesium powder. 

The perfection of ‘‘flasn’’ light photogra- 
phy euggested to E. P. Cobham, a native of 
the oll country in Pennsylvania, to employ it 
for depicting the bottoms of oil wells. Here- 
tefore nobody has ever scen the bottom of an 
oll well. When tools were lost and it was de- 
sired to locate them an impression block was 
used. This was a heavy wooden block cov- 
ered with tallow or beeswax, which took an 
impression of the bottom of the well, and so 
gave some idea of the condition of things be- 
low. By means of the ‘‘geolograph,’’ which 
Mr. Cobham has named his invention, an ex- 
cellent photograph, itis said, canbe made of 
an oil well bottom. 

The instrument is made in two styles, ac- 
cording to the nature of the well whose secrets 
it is desired to discover. For dry welis the 
instrument used is a smal! sheet-iron case 
shaped very much like a five-quart torpedo 
shot. It inclosés}) a camera with a quick- 
working lens and ‘a sensitive dry plate. On 
the outside of the instrument, near the point, 
are two protecting flanges with cups to con- 
tain percussion caps and magnesium flach“ 
powder. Running through the tep of tne 
case toward these caps, and held in their 
place by two stout strings, are two iron bolts, 

To use the camera, it is lowered carefully to 
the place where it is to be used. If, for in- 
stance, it is desired to locate topis, it is low- 
ered till it strikes the tools. Then ft is drawn 
back elahteen inches fo get the proper focus, 
and a four ounce weight iselipped upon the 
cord by which the instrument is suspended 
and dropped in the same manner as a go- 
devil’’ in setting off a can of glycerine. 


IT STRIKES THE PLATE 
and sets off the flash“ light, at the same 
time uncovering the lens. When the geolo- 
graph is pulled up a »hotograph of the bot- 
tom ofthe well is found within. In photo- 
graphing under oil or water, the instrument 
is made more carefully water-tight. The flash 
is then obtained by meansof a wire rope and 
an electric incandescent attachment, The 
principle is similar to that used in marine 
r which is another interesting 

ranch of subterranean n 

Paymaster George H. Read of the United 
States Navy described in the American Annual 
of 2 eae for 1890 how pbotogruphs were 
made beneath the surface ofthe sea. His ex- 
periments, bowever, were undertaken with a 
view more to determine the intensity of light 
at various depths of the ocean or elsewhere 
than to photograph sub-marine pictures, 
though the photometer, by means of which 
light rorce is measured, is Capable of making 
excellent photographs. 

It is a metal box about six inches square, 
open at the top and containing in two oppo- 
site sides a drop. One holds a plate and the 
other is designed to cover it after exposure. 
The drops are released by the action of the 
wings projecting through the sides and acting 
upon their resistance to the air, according as 
the photometer is raised or lowered. It car- 
ries a small photographic piate; and when the 
apparatus is a sbort distance below the point 
where the exposure is desired to be made it 
ig raised to that point where both buttons 
which secure the one drop are turned 
by the action of the wings, while the 
other drop containing the plate is allowed to 
tali to the bottom of the box. As soon as the 
exposure has been made the photometer is 
again lowered s short distance, so that the 
other drop is released to fall upon the first 
and cover up

It is then ready to be raised and the plate to 
be developed. It may be interesting to know

One of the workmen, a young 
man named Joe Clements, 20 years of age, was 
engaged in clearing the dirt and refuse which 
bad accumulated in the gutter, and stooped 
under a large electric light cable. He was not 
aware that atthis point the insulating cover 
was worn off for a distance of about four feet, 
and the unfortunate. man, possibly cramped 
with his stooping position, rose up and 
touched the wire. To the horrot of Clements’ 
two fellow-workmen, who were on the roof 
with him, he fell in a heap on the roof, gave 
one or two convulsive shudders and was dead. 

They instantiv realized what had occurred, 
and drew the body back on the roof. Lying on 
his back with his rightarm bent towards his 
head, his face slightly discolored, the eyes 
half closed and about the purple lips a slight 
froth was ali the evidence of a sudden death. 
There was no distortion of the features and no 
burns about the body. 

Mr. Bemiss, of the Edison Works remarked 
that pot less” than 2,000 volts passed through 
the man’s body, and that all the surrounding 
conditions, including a damp metal roof, con. 
vinced him that the victim met with an in 
stantaneous and painless death. The body 
of young Clements was removed to 
the Central Station, where Assistant 
Coroner Archirard summoned a jury and held 
an inquest on the remains. When the body 
was examined abroad, dark colored stripe 
was seén across the ‘back just below the 
shoulders wherethe fatal wire had touched 
him. The verdict was that Clements had come 
to his death from an electric shock by coming 


in contact with a wire of the Louisiana Elec- 
tric Light Co. system. 


An Artery Severed. 


CONCORDIA, Kan., Oct. 4.—A shocking acci- 
dent occurred just east of this city Thursday 


who was en route from Newaha County to Be- 
leit, became frightened at the west bound 


evening passenger oo the Missouri Pacific, 
and turning suddenly threw him out of the 
spring wagon in such a manner as to 
catch his left leg near the body 
on the sharp edge of the iron lock block on 
the brake of the wagon, and the team running 
off, cut a frightful gash inthe limb, severing 
the artery. 

He died in three hours aiter the accident 
from loss of blood, the physicians reaching 
him too late to gave his lite.

THE LEAPING WATERS. 

Another peculiar spectacie of interest is 
afforded by the ‘‘Lofoten,’’ the largest island 
group of the Norwegian coast. Narrow 
sounds separate the six islands from each 
other. Between two ofthese isiands flows a 
dangerous ocean current called‘‘maelistrom,’’ 
and right in its path lies the island of Mosken, 
which is not inhabited at all. The Lofoten 
Isiands are strangely shaped and number 
many mountain summits in craggy alpine 
formation, which rise to an altitude where 
perennialsnow is at home. They are the 
bulwarks of the coast lands behind them 
against the dangerous onslaught of the tur- 
bulent sea ofice. A sail in the neighburhood 
of the Lofoten over the broad Vest-ijerd may 
justly be reckoned as one ofthe finest ocean 
passages of the werid. when the weather is 
favorabie and the unruly maln sea, which is 
never quite still here, does not exact the 
usual tribute to Neptune in the person of some 
daring seafarer. 


Another island greup, which lies farther 
northward, is called the Ofoten, and here 
tnere ie still found a fair sprinkling of Lap- 
landers, the Nomad tribe of Norway, whe live 
in tents with but one opening, the entrance, 
through which the smoke is also torced to 
make its escape. The richest among this 
tribe is Aa Joens, who Owns over three thou- 
sand reindeer, the value of which is estimated 
ut 100,000 crowns ($25,000). Some years ago he 
came with his Wife from the Kjoelen Mount 
ains, where be usually sojourns, to the littie 
city of Ostersund in order to purchase a bridal 
outfit for his only daughter, Maja, Who was to 
be married te one of the tribe. Upon that 
occasion they were ate ay hg tt and one of 
our sketches represents young bride ia 
her luturious bridal garments.

The traces of the 
mound builders being of more ancient ap- 
pearance in the North than in the South ac- 
counts forthe supposition that their earlier 
home was in the three Northern States 
named, andto corroborate this evidence it is 
pointed out that great improvement in their 
methods is shown by a comparison between 
the ruins ef their Mexican cities and the re- 
mains of their American mounds. 

The territory in IIIinois and Missouri in the 
vicinity of St. Louis appears to have been the 
home ef the mound builders for quite a 
lengthy period, as in this section are to be 
found a greater number of mounds 
than in any other part ot the 
valley. Southern Illinois was the 
section probably most thickly inhabited by 
them. From the number of mounds in the 
vivinity of East St. Louis, Cahokia, Belle- 
ville and Carondelet it would appear that St. 
Clair County must at some time have con- 
tained one or more of their villages. 
Three mounds in particular bave become 
identified with the history of the county, 
though one of the largest has gone out of ex- 
istence. The mound that has been removed 
was situated within the limits of East St. 
Louls and was called the East St. Louis 
Mound.’* The two others are ‘'Cahokla 


Mound,’’ which is in the vicinity of the vil- 
lage of Cahokia, and **Monks Mound,’’ 
which is several miles north of East St. Louis.

100 years after the 
birth of Christ. The 
discipies of Christ’s 
disciples were still 
inthe flesh and the 
Christians of that 
day held fast to the 
law of the Master,as 
the author of the 
Acta of the Apostles 
tells us: And the 
multitude of them 
that believed were 
one heart and of one soul; neither 
of them that aught of the 
was his en; 
but they bad all things common. 
And with great power gave the apos- 
tles witness of the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus; and great grace was upon them ail. 
Neither was there 5 them that 
lacked; for as many as were possessors of 
lands or houses sold them and brought the 
prices of the things that were sold and laid 
them down at the aposties’ feet; and distribu- 
tion was made unto every man according as 
he bad need.“ 

In those early years of Christianity there 
lived in the province of Ciliciain the town of 
Tarsus a wealthy Syrian merchant named 
Juvenal, who dealt in precious stones. By 
birth he belonged tothe poorest and lowest 
Class of the community, but by diat of 
hard work and by the kill ac- 


quired in his calling he accumulated 
considerable riches and won the respect of 
his fellow citizens. He had traveled much ina 
various lands, and although he possessed no 
claims to be regarded as learned or educated, 
he had seen and assimilated much, and his 
fellow burghers held himin high esteem for 
his sound Intellect and keen sense of justice. 
He professed the faith of Pagan Rome, the 
religion to which all respectabie citizens of 
the Roman Empire belonged, and whose 
forms ana ceremonies began to be strictly en- 
forced in the reigu of the Emperor Augustus 
and were still rigidly observed by the Em- 
peror Tragan. 

The province of Cilicia is at a considerable 
distance from Rome; but it was ruled by a 
Roman Governor, and the effects of every 
wave of progress and retrogression that 
—— over Rome were distinctly felt in 
Jilicia, whose Governors were ever eager to 
im itate their Emperor. 

Juvenal had a vivid reeoliection of the 
stories he had heard when a lad of Nero’s life 
and death; it -was within his own momory 
how Emperor after Emperor had come to an 
untimely end, aad like ashrewd observer he 
perceived that there was nothing sacred 
either in the imperial power or in the Roman 
religion, thas both were the work of human 
hands, Thale same native shrewdness of his 
served likewise to bring home to his mind the 
futility of rising up against the imperial 
authority, and tne necessity, for his own 
peace and happiness, of submitting to the 
established order of things. Yet for all this 
he was often bewildered by the wiid disorder 
of the life around him, especialiy in Rome 
itself, whither his affairs frequently took 
bim. And at euch times he was seized with 
@isquieting doubts, but he regained his 
wonted composure by reflecting that his 
mind was teo circumscribed to take in every 
point of view, too undiciplined to draw the 
right conclusions from such facts as he ob- 
served.

were of the same age, both of them hand- 
some, manly young fellows and good 
to boot. 

They applied themselves n to their 
studies and made rapid progress. They were 
also, both of them, well conducted. Julius 
evinced a marked predilection for letters and 
mathematics, while Pamphilius’ taste led him 
to pursue the study of philosophy. 

A year before the completion of the pre- 
scribed course of studies, Pamphilius came 
into school one day and informed the master 
that his widowed mother intended to leave 
the city for good and settle with a few friends 
in the little town of Daphne; that it would be 
his duty to accompany her and make himself 
useful to her and that he must, in conse- 
quence, withdraw from the school and bring 
his studies thus abruptly to an end.

„Come and see for yourseif,’’ replied Pam- 
phillus. We do nothing out of the common. 
We live in a smple way, striving todo noth- 
ing vad.“ 

„But how, pray, is it possible to get along 
without looking upon anything as your owa 
property?“ 

‘*We support ourselves. And if we labor in 
the service of our brethren, they in turn 
share with us the fruit of their toll.“ 

„Well, but if your brethren take your ser- 
vices and give you nothing in return?’’ in- 
sisted Julius. 

„We have nosuch persons among us, re- 
plied Pamphillus. People of that bent have 
a taste for living tuxuriously and it is not in 
our community that they will come to seek 
the realization of their desires. Our living is 
simple, not luxurious nor even comforta- 
ble. 

Ten, but there exists a goodly number of 
lazy ldle people who ask nothing better than 
to be kept and fed for nothing.’’ 

There certainly are such persons and we 
receive them and give them a hearty wel- 
come. We lately bad a man of that descrip- 
tion, a runaway slave.

„Tell me now how you can bring yourself 
to give everyone whatever it pleases him to 
ask of you?’’ enguired Julius. 

‘‘I know,’’ he added, that if my father 
were to give every one what he wants and 
asks for, in a very short space of time he 
would be as poor as when he came into the 
worid,’’ 

‘*‘I cannot say. Pamphilius made answer,

Men of this type 
want nothing. They feel no pity for them- 
selves, and to fulfill Christ’s law they would 
giadiy give the last loaf, the last garment to 
him who asks for it. There are others—weaker 
souls who cannotas yet give up everything. 
They grow faint and take pity upon them- 
selves. They lose their strength without their 
usual food or clothing, “and so they cannot 
yet bring themselves to give away everything 
demanded of them, 

There are others still weaker than these— 
persons who have only recently entered upon 
the rightroad. They still go on living as be- 
fore, hoarding up many things for their own 
use and give alms only of their superfiuity. 
Now these soldiers of the rear guard afford 
material help and support te those who are in 
the front ranks. 

Moreover, it should not be lost sight of that 
we are all entangled in the web of kinshi 
with pagans. One brother has a father still 
living who ia an idolater. He owns an es- 
tate and he makes an allowance to his 
son. The son distributes it in alms, 
andthe father in due time forwards more. 
Another hasa Pagan mother, who commis- 
erates her son and sends him help. In an- 
other case it is the children who are heathens, 
while the mother isa Ohristlan. The hl 
dren, anxious to insure their mother’s com- 
fort, give her what they can afford, entreating 
her not to distribute it to others. She accepts 
it out of love for them, but forthwith gives it 
all away. In other cases the wife is pagan 
andthe husband a Christian, or else the re- 
verse. 

Thus it is that we are all inextricably en- 
tangled. Those infront would be happy to 
give away the last crust of bread, the last raz 
of clothing, but they cannot, for what seems 
the last is always succeeded by another. It is 
inthis wise that the weak are always being 
strengthened in the faith, and the same state 
of things explains why it is that we are never 
without tne superfiuoas,’’ 

To which Julius made answer as follows: 
‘lf that be so, itis obvious that you swerve 
considerably from the teaching of Christ, put 
seeming in the place of being. If you do not 
giveaway everything, there is no difference 
whatever between you and us. To my think- 
ing if you once set up to be a Christian, you 
should go about in a thorough fashion and 
fulfill every iota of the law, distribution 
everything in alms and remaining a beggar.’

Now, this is the world’s fath, by which all 
worldlings regulate their lwea, iguoring the 
fact thatlife is given to i spent in God. 


Christ taught us that the fath of the world— 
viz.: that it will be bettir fora man if he 
Grives the Lord's servantand his son out of 
his garden if he refuses to pay tribute—is 
false, because every manmust either pay 
tribute or be ejected from tie vineyard. He 
taught us that the things which we term pleas- 
ures, eating, drinking, gmusements, cte., 
are not and cannot be pleisures if we make 
them our alm in life; thatthey become joys 


only when we place our happi- 
ness in sometbing different, name- 
ly, the fulfillment of God's 
will, Then and only then tre these pleasures 


experienced, as something added to and con- 
tingent upon the performance of God’s be- 
hests. To wishto enjoy the pleasures with- 
out being at the trouble of doing God's will, 
pinck out the flowers, as it were, from among 
the thorns of labor, is as Wise as it would be 
to gather stocks and plantibem without the 
roote. This is our faith, end it is in virtue of 
it that we refuse to go in starch of an illusion 
instead of the truth. Wetknow that the hap- 
piness of life is not bound up with its pleas- 
ures, but lies in the fulfillment of the will of 
God without our entertaining a thought 
or a hope of any  »piexsure. And 
we live thus in consequence; and the 
longer we live, the more clearly we perceive 
that enjoyment and bliss, follow closely upon 
the performance of God“ will, as the wheels 
of the cart follow the sbaft. Our Master said: 
„»Come unto me, all ys thatglabor and are 
heavy laden, and I will glve you rest.“ 

Thus spoke Pamphilms. Julius listened 
with rapt attention and his heart was 
touched by what he beard; but still he was not 
quite clear as to the significance of all that 
Pamphilius had been saying. One moment he 
suspected his friend of attempting to deceive 
him;an instant later, as he gazed steadily 
into his mild, truthfal eyes, he persuaded 
himself that Famphilius was deceiving him- 
self.

You are deluding yourselves and de- 
ceiving others, and he refused to listen to 
their arguments by which they sought to con- 
vince him that it was necessary and just that 
they should sell their produce in the market 
and notwivethemaway. Whenever he saw 


* Christian wearing a good, well- 
made article. of clothing he never 
failea to reproach him with incon- 
sistency for not having given itaway. It was 


indispensable to his peace of mind that 
Christians should be wrong, and as they never 
denied that they were in fault they were al- 
ways guilty in his eyes. He looked upon them 
us Pharisese, deceivers, whose force lay in 
their highflown phrases and their weakness in 
action. And of himeelf he remarked by way 
of contrast: I, at least, profess what I prac- 
tice, whereas you say one thing and do an- 
other. And having persuaded himself that 
this was really so he felt quite reassured and 
continued to live as before.

On 
his return, in 1885, he was made Adjutant- 
General at the War Office, and given full 
swing so far as Parliament would permit him 
in the advancement of the army, the welfare 
of which he has ao much at heart. The final 


subjects of civil administration Lord Wolseley 
is amost careful and constant thinker, and 
his ideas of government, as will be seen, are 
by no means entirely bound up with the one 
he serves so well. His many resources of 
mind and extensive travel have given him a 
remarkabie insight into the character of dif- 
ferent governments, and upon them heisa 
most fluent and able conversationalist. As 
did Gen. Grant during his trip around the 
world, he seems to have absorbed knowledge 
by the load and to have kept turniag it over 
and over until it impressed itself into hig 
active brain.

A LITTLE HISTORY. 
While the Prophet entertained the messen- 
tto greet him—when the corkscrew 
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cealed his face—but all the secrets of that hour 
Cannot be told. 

The first patrons of carnival in this country 
were the members of the Cowbellian de 
Rakian of Mobile, Ala. This tantastically 
named organization came into existence on 
New Year’s Eve sixty years ago, that is to 
say, on the night of Dec. 31, 1829. 

There was a supper that night in the Creole 
Restaurant, which was for many years a 
widely celebrated institution of that 
lovely city. Michael Kratt and numbers 
of his friends were there. Near 12 
o’clock, having thoroughly disordered their 
brains and ignited their stomachs they started 
homeward, As they passed a hardware store 
the midnight bell sounded and the new year 
began. Rakes, scythes, cow delle and gongs 
hung outside the store as signs. Kraft ied a 
raid upon the place and every man provided 
himself with a noise promoter for the welcom- 
ing of the new year. Shocked citizens and the 
watch appeared to quell the clamor 
and éac one was pressed inte 
service as & manufacturer of din. 
Mobile was raked and cowbelied from end to 
end and the Mayor of the town éntertained 
the entire party at breakfast at daybreak. 

EVOLUTION OF THE IDEA. 

Year 1831 was raked and cowbelled into 
existence, and 1832 brought the novelty of tne 
mask with this most excellent fooling. The 
revelers having thus prepared the way wel- 
comed the Brotherhood of Mystery into the 
management, direction and control of their 
annual revels. 

From masks to costumes and then te floats. 

The Mystick Krewe of Comus began its ex- 
istence in Mobile in 1857 and Rex came into 
being during the visit of Grand Duke Alexis 
to New Orleans in 1872, though it was not until 
1877 that Rex gave a procession of mounted 
tableaux. 

Mobile did not stop with its Cowbellian de 
Rakian and its achievements. It has had a 
Strikers’ Club, an Order of Myth, Infant Mys- 
tics, Knights of Reveiry, Knights of Momus 
and Krewe of Proteus. 

All of these were taken under the protec- 
tion of the Brotherhood, and when an order 
was formed in St. Louie in 1878 it took the 
name of the Veiled Prophet, who came to 
reign over it. 

Since that day Baltimore has had its Orioles, 
Memphis ite Mempnii, Louisville ite Knighte 
of Mercury and even distinctly Northern cit- 
les have essayed a mystic curnival, though 
the Brotherhood have not biessed them. 

THE VRILED PROPHET’S RECORD. 

The first year the Prophet organited and 
directed the nocturnal presentation by his 
followers of ihe Festival of Ceres. Next 
year it was The Progress of Civilization. In 1880 
it was The Four Seasons; in 1881, Insect Life; 
in 1882 the Veiled Prophet’s Travels Around 
the World; in 1883 he went into Fairy Land; 
in 1884 Shakspeare furnished all of the sug- 
gestions for the tableaux; in 1885 it was scenes 
from 'The Thousand and One Tales (alias 
„The Arabian Nights’’); in 1886 there were 
scenes from American histogy; Bible scenes 
were shown in 1887; children’s lore furnished 
subjects in 1888 and last year the subject was 
comic opera. 

As to this year, 

Nonsensical Alphabet there can 
be no question of its popularity. 
dward C. Lear was the artist who gave the 
Prophet the idea—for prophets, just like com- 
mon, 6very-day successful Exposition 
directors, Can use a bright suggestion to as 
great advantage as an original idea 
spun ofthe warp and woof of their own gray 
matter. Lear’s ‘‘Nonsense Books, pic- 
tortal puns, illustrated absence of intelligence 
end jingles have yaw-hawed, ha-baed and 
hee-heed through numerous editions. 

Upon the lines laid down dy Lear the 
Prophet has coustructed twenty-two moving 
tableaux on which will be seen grotesquely 
presented the letters of the alphabet.

Making the Fleats. 


Twelve great ideas have been gorgeously 
presented by the Velled Prophet and his fol- 
lowers since he became known to tne people 
of St. Louis. How those ideas originated and 
how they were developed ie interesting. As 
intimated above, His Serenity is not above 
taking a hint. He is mot above find- 


ing a suggestion in almost any circum- 
stance, in the change of the seasons, 
in any book of travel or adventure he may 
read—and he is exceedingly fond of travel and 
adventure. He reads and thinks with an eye 
to the grotesque, aad it has happened that all 
this course of mental athletics has failed to 
develop the right idea. Weeks after a pageant 
has passed away the Prophet has found him- 
self, mlahty as he is, without an dea. Then 
he bas summoned his household. He has 
called his men of brains and brawn together 
and has said: 

An idea!“ 

Then there has been a great trembling all 
along thé line. Fright has wrung the brain 
foids dry and the think needies have clicked 
atafearful rate until there has been a sug- 
gestion proposed. Gradually the dark, heavy 
fog of fright has lifted. Pearl gray and sheil 
pink have filled the minds of the knights and 
esquires. They have come around 
to a conditlon of productiveness. Then 
the color of their imagination has grown 
gorgeous, spread over sugyestion after sug- 
gestion. At length the Prophet has reached a 
decision. He has found the one thing that 
will answer to his needs, and maybeitis the 
biacksmith who is called to sit at the right 
hand of Solomon. 


THE IDEA. 
Having found the idea, having decided that 
there is to be a festival of Ceres or a trip 
around the world oran excursion into Fairy 
Land, the work is not finished. It has 
then but just begun. Messengers are sent out 
to summo the artists of the Propbet—men 
fertile in sugges on and expedients, deft with 
pencil and brush. 
The Prophet gives them the idea. He gives 
them detail by detail the floats as he has 
thought them out. 
„Spring, he says. 
The artiste’ pencils are fiying over the 
paper. The trees have leaves almost before 
they know of thelr own existence—smali 
léavos delicately green, having the hue of 
youth. There are lambs playing in the mead- 
ows, calves, puppies, children, squealing 
pigs—everything is young and green predowi- 
nates. 

Fioat after floatis laboriously worked out. 
Sketch after sketch is made. As the idea 
grows upon them there are remodelings of 
accepted sketches, amplification of details, 
until as last the work is pronounced complete 


The Fieats tu Detail. 


The first float will bear the Veiled Prophed, 
supported by his High Priests, his Almoner 
and his Herald. Behind him is a star with 
blazing train, in which the letters A, B O, 


te., are seen dimiy outiined. The Prophet

On the second float are fignres representa- 
tive of the letter A. A large ape comically 
Gressed is a mechanical figure capabie of 
doling many marvelous things.

K and Lare associated on one float, but 
nothing refers to the noble order over which 
Terrence V. Powderly rules, though the eom - 
bination might have suggested it. Instead 
there isa lovers’ bower with the credentialed 
occupants engaged. Knights guard this bower 
and the lovers from intrusion. _ 

Mand N are joined, and representing the 
combination are a monster, a miner, a mon- 
key, and a minstrel who woos a nymph. 

U and P are shown in an ox, an owl, a Pig, a 
peacock and a policeman. The Prophet does 
— say that thesub- title of this float is evolu- 
tion. . 

Dot leetleOherman Band’’ as a quartette 
performs the greatest feat in its history in 
standing for the letter Q. That itis queer is 
in ite favor. Those who lean from the win- 
dows of the painted houses might quote a line 
from Tennyson: 

A quinsy choke thy cursed note 
And long for quiet, to carry out the conceit. 

R was not such a difficult letter for the 
Prophets’ artists. A ram, a reoster, a robin, 
arabbitandaratare the dramatis personae 
of this float,

finishing touches on this monument to fun are 
having a snow fight. 

T is represented by a telescope through 
which a tramp is looking, by a Turk, a 
turtle, a tatooed man and a tallor. 

An umpire does duty forthe letter U, while 
a game of base ball adds interest to the six- 
teenth float. 

The V float is loaded with papier mache 
costumed pages and esquires, who represent 
vegetables and vampires.

A huge watermeion partially cut, a woman 
and whisky, In its negative and positive 
states, are W’s representatives. 

X bothered the artists until a bright thought 
of the Prophet led tnem to name the yacht 
which represents Y Xerxes.

For Z, all the animals of the Zoo appear,and 
the line of foats ends with a panorama of the 
alphabet. 


The Route. 


The Prophet will on Tuesday night pas 
over the following route: North on Twenty- 
first street from Walnut street to Pine street;

The Ball. 


Music Hall will be handsomely prepared for 
the bail. The hall will be closed on Tuesday 
against Exposition visitors to give the work- 
men an oppertunity to putin the floor over 
the parquet chairs, which bas this year been 


made quite level, The Exposition will be 
closed after 6 o'clock p m. against all but in- 
vited guests of the Prophet. 

The following are his orders: 

BALL REGULATIONS. 

Doors 1 * at9o’clock; no person will be 
admitted before that hour. 

Guests will enter at the Central entrance on 
Olive street and at no other entrance. 

Guards will be placed at the foot of the steps 
and no person will be permitted to mount the 
steps unless provided with a ticket. Tickets 
wust be shown atthe foot of the steps and 
surrendered at the door of the Exposition. 

Programmes of the dance will be distributed 
to the guests as they enter and not by coupon. 
An interval of forty minutes will ovcur be- 
tween the time the Prophetand bis Krewe 
enter the building and the tableaux, thus givy- 
ing ample time for the guests to arrive, 

Persons leaving the Exposition Bullding 
will do so through the Olive street entrance, 
but under no circumstances will a return 
check be given. Guests will bear in mind that 
tickete are absolutely not transferable and 
must be presented only by the person to whom 
they are issued. 

Should any person be found in the building 
who has not been invited and whose name 
does not appear on the list furnished the com- 
mittee, he will be invited to leave. This will 
be rigidly enforced, 

SBRATS RESERVED FOR LADIBS. 

Gentlemen will not, under any circum- 
stances, be allowed to occupy seats either in 
the dress circle or gallery, every seat in the 
house being reserved for iadies. Gentlemen 
unaccom panied by ladies will not be permit- 
ted to enterthe dress circie until after the 
tableaux. 

DRESS REQUIREMENTS. 

Ladies are expected to attend in full-dress 
and those wearing bonnets, wraps or hats will 
not be allowed in the dress circle, Gentlemen 
will be required to attend in full dress. Any 
member of amilitary organization who may 
be invited and desires to wear his uniform 
will be permitted to do so. 

There will be no exception to the enforce- 
ment of the rules in regard to dress. 

HAT AND CLOAK ROOMS. 

The nave on the east side of the hall will be 
reserved as a gentiemen’s dressing-room, 
where coats, hats, wraps, te., will be 
checked. 

The paves on the west side will be reserved 
for a ladies’ dressing-room, where attendance 
will be provided and checks given for wraps. 
Paid attendants will be in charge of these 
roome and willnot be permitted to receive 
fees from guests under any circumstances, 

CARRIAGES. 

Carriages will come with guests to the main 
or Olive street entrance from the west and 
drive off eastward on Olive street as far as 
Twelfth street before turning. 

Carriages Will come for guests to the main 
entrance on Olive street from the east and 
drive off to the west as far as Fourteenth be- 
fore turning, but will not be permitted to 
turn and drive eastwardiy on Olive street in 
front of the buliding. 

No vehicle willbe allowed on Fourteenth 
street between Olive and Washington avenue 
until after the procession. Policemen will be 
detailed at each corner to see that these in- 
structions are carried out. 

Guests will oblige the committee if they will 
read these directions carefully and instruct 
their drivers how to follow them, thus 
avoiding confusion and greatly assisting the 
committee.

The Breoklyn wise men, who have found 
certain lines of Longfellow unfit for the eyes 
of school children, have doubtless given the 
world only aportion of their ethical discov- 
eries. The other self of the poet—the Hyde 
side—will probably be revealed more fully as 
these gay, guiltiess investigators pursue their 
studies of the Sweet Singer of Oambridge. 
Adopting the principle of interpretation 
followed by these discoverers, it is easy to 


find hidden sources of corruption in the poet 
who was reckoned pure till Brooklyn found 
out the contrary. The following ‘‘pointers’’ 
are therefore offered the Brooklyn Society for 
the Prevention of the Spread of Longfellow- 
ism, or, as it will be known in history, the 
B. 3. P. 8. L. 

„Learn to labor and to walt. says the 
poet in the Psalm of Life. Here is a distinct 
invitation to children to forsake ordin- 
ary industries and seek em- 
ployment amid the temptations of restau- 
rants and the Whirlpool allure mente of all- 
night eating houses. Thus an ingenious boy 
who has planned to be tne night editor of the 
Oceanic Cyclopedia, or has prom ised bis pa- 
rents to study to be a Tammany Sacbem, will 
be drawn into vice, fall right into the sina of 
laying for tips, or saying that the eggs are 
frosh. 

Take another instance of Longfellow’s 
crafty work as a tempter of youth. He writes : 
‘*T shot an arrew into the air, 
It fell to earth, I knew not Where. 
On the face of it this seeme an innocuous 


statement, but any New Englander 
knows that Longfellow really referred 
to the annual Thanksgiving turkey 


shoot, where a form of gambling prevails, 
the successful marksman winaing the bird he 
hits: Asthis scheme of dissipation was bor- 
rowed from the Indians the more romantio 
gamblers use 2 instead of bullets in this 
debasing sport. If the poet had been frank 
the footnote conscience would have been at 
werk and the reader would have known just 
where the gambling arrow missed the turkey 
—for it will be remembered that the arrow 
was found ‘‘in am oak.“ 

It is painfulto multiply these examples of 
incite t to an unworthy life, and one 
turns, though sadly, with a slight sense of re- 
lief, to instances where the poet has wronged 
the English tongue he professed to love. Our 
— 6: reformers, for example, might have 
noted the slang. disguised but disintegfating, 
with which Longfellow’s works abound. Why 
did they overlook the line in which Longfel- 
low speaks of Ohestnuts, soft to the touch?’’ 
It is hard enough to keep school chiidren 
from the use of slang; why then put inte their 
eager hands a poem which perpetuates a cur- 
rent street phrase. Allah paints red again,’’ 
is another expression which illustrates the 

t’s treason — the purity of the 
mother tongue. he cunning omission of the 
word town only strengthens the evidence of 
Longfteliow’s lingual infidelity. 

The list might readily be enlarged and 

Loagfeliow must go dewn to posterity, via 

Brooklyn, as a friend of slang. 

At this rate, it is easy to foresee that the

A rose of lily in Brussels iace is placed in 
the hair or on the bosom ia room ofa dia- 
mond spray. Occasionally a long trail of 
buds and foliage is seen draping the bodice 
or catching up tulle founces. The Lutterfiles 
are worn on the shoulders in the puffings of a 
akirt ruche, the gatherings of a fluunce, or 
wherever they are most unexpected and 80 
capable of iending praseney. The young 
daugbter of the King of Belgium, the Princess 
Clementine, appeared at a concert on the 
second gight of my stay inthe Belgian capi- 
tal, and looking at her closely for some dis- 
tinguishing characteristic I saw nothing more 
noteworthy than that her simple white crepe 
de Chine gown was knotted at the wuist bya 
lik scarf, in the folds of which was caught a 
larze lace buterfly. 

Paris is tempting womankind with many 
things pretty and some new in jewelry. The 
diamond is the most favored gem, and after it 
come fine emeraids and sapphires. I have 
seen of late splendid opals set in marquise 
rings, surrounded by diamonds, 
superstition which attaches to this most peau- 
tiful stone seems well nigh insurmountable. 
Huge smoky pearis are set encircled by 
sapphires. The topaz is raised to the pinnacle 
of fashion, and is mounted as the yellow 
donter of a great daisy with petals of dia- 
monds. Someofthe new pins take the flat 
old-fashioned shave in gold, engraved with 
a design.

The paniered dress advances on us slowly. 
Winter costumes, to the casual observer, are 
almost as straight and severe in their dra- 
peries as those of the past two or three sea- 
sons, but it needs only a little attention to de- 
tect the signs of something quite different to 
come. Dinner and reception dresses, espe- 
olally when of brocaded stuffs, affect small 
flat paniers, often combined with overdresses 
cut in deep scallops and edged with long and 
heavy fringe.

A ST. LOUIS NOVELIST. 


“a? FAULT,” MRS, KATE CHOPIN'S NEW 
NOVEL. 


Part of the Scenes Are in St. Louis and the 
Characters St. Leulsans—The New Wed 
ster International Dictiodary—Some ef 
thd Latest Books—Literary News and 
Gossip—The Magazines. 


HE most recent 
plunge into fiction 
by a local writer is 
that of Mrs. Kate 
Chopin, several of 
whose short stories 
have been published 
in the SUNDAY Poste 
DISPATCH. Her in- 
itial effort as & 


novelist is entitled, | 


„At Fault,“ and & 
great deal of the 
domestic drama set 
forth in it has &t. 
Louls as ite stage 
setting. Many of its 
allusions are local, 
and several of the 
principal characters 
are St. Louisans,so that the story is essential- 
ly a local one, and will thus prove of unusual 
interest to residents of the city. The action 
ot: At Fault’’ turns upon a mistaken idea. 
David Hosmer, who halle from St. Louis, isa 
rugged and strong-willed but bigh-strung and 
nervous man, wap bas made an unfortu- 
nate marriege, lured thereto by a bun- 
die of feminine weaknesses which by 
so many strong men are mistaken 
for indications of womanly character. After 
several years of wedded misery, during 
which his wife took to drink, he wat forced, 
or thought be was forced, to) separate from 
her. When she sued fora divorce he luter- 
posed no obstacle, and doubled the alimony 
which was granted her. He plunges into 
business, which absorbs his whole attention. 


In furtherance of one ot his projects he 
goes South, where he meets Mrs. Therese 
Lafirme, a widow of five years—a woman in 
every respect the opposite of his former wife, 
highly bred, cultivated, with a knowledge of 
the world and of affairs seldom possessed by 
woman, tempered withal by womanly dig- 
nity and refinement o character—aill 
uniting to attracta mau of Hosmer’s 
stamp in the maturity of his character, 
and to whom he was a figure 
of unusual interest. He declares his love and 
tolls his story, but loving him as only such a 
womas can love, she bids him go back to his 
wife and reciaim her. He rejects her argu- 
ments, but does her bidding, because to obey 
her is the dearest privilege of his life. He 
remarries his wife and takes her to the 
Louisiana plantation, where Therese be- 
friends her. But she cannot be 
reclaimed. Weak, vulgar, commonplace, 
she resents the friendship of the better wo- 
man and soon falls into her old ways. Hos- 
mer’s life la more miserable than ever, and 
Therese’s is not less so n seeing the misery 
she has wroutht by her injudicious efforts at 
duty doing. But Fanny’s life is brought to a 
sudden close, her death being the direct con- 
sequence of her thirst for liquor. 

rs. Chopin has shown in this, her first 
venture as a novelist, that sue has the quali- 
ties of a successful fictionist. She has avoided 
the te:aptations which beset the path even of 
experienced writers, and has made herself a 
piace in the literature of the West. Setting 
out to write a novel, she has written it with 
no other purpose apparently than to tell the 
story well. he story suggests ite own moral. 
Mrs. Chopin exhibits more than usuai con- 
sideration for the reader in * her own 
opinions in the background and letting the 
situation depend upon its own eloguence for 
its moral effect. She does not always succeed, 
but her opinions must be sought in the dia- 
logue, not in the narrative, Itis not appar- 
ent that she is animated by anything but a 
deep a deeply interesting 
situation. not appear thet 
she wants point 4 moral or 
indicate a ‘‘tendency,’’ but she has cleverly 
succeeded in disp'aying a human group 
charged with suggestion and meaning. And 
she is equally happy in the management ot 
the plot. It works itself out by the force of 
ite own vitality. With true artistic in- 
stinct Mrs. Chopin has kept her hands 
off the sequence. The procession of events 
isthe natural and neces outcome of oir- 
cumstance and character. ven in com paszs- 
ing Fanny’s death—the point where under a 
less clever hand, nature might have been sup- 
planted by mechanism, there is nothing arti- 
ficial. Indeed, this episode in its preparation 
and accomplishment is the cleverest exhi- 
bition of 

ARTISTIC SKILL 

in the whole book. 

In the fortunes of Gregoire and the whims 
of Melicent are found materials for a parallel 
thread, which is woven skilfully into the 
thread of the main story. These two charac- 
ters, one a nephew of Mrs. Lafirme, the other 
Hosmer’s sister, are charming in their unaf- 
fected naturalness. And there are delightful 

of plantation life. Happily there 
much dialect, but thore is 
enough to give arelish to the story. Oaly an 
instructive and unconscious observer could 
portray the negro characteristics so faith- 
fully and vividly. Full of bumor are the con- 
versations of the darky servants who serve 
Therese so devotedliy—a humor not always 
perceptible, broad as it is, to the ordinary 
Northern observer. And the burning of the 
mill, with its attendant accessories of super- 
stition and death, isa good example of real - 
istic and dramatic power. 

The author of ‘‘At Fault’’ does not believe 
in making people over, sadiy in need though 
they may be of a regenerating process. In- 
deed, ber matter of fact way of taking things 
and people as they are sometimes exas- 
perating to a reader who has got into the habit 
of dreaming of things as he would 
like to have them. One shudders at 
hearing Hosmer _ tell his wife to 
hut up.“ and we protest against Melicent’s 
five engagements. It she really was 2 
u ve times it ought not to be mentioned. — 
have no objection to realism when applied to 
Belle Worthington and Lou Dawson, but in 
the name oi an effete prejudice e object to 
a wan like Hosmer 1 „hut up.“ 

Altogether Mrs. Chopin has produced a 
novel which St. Louis can be proud of. The 
faults of detail which now and then crop 
out, are not owing to lack of natural skill, but 
toa wantof cunning of hand, which comes 
with practice, and even these faults are trivi- 
al. he story is interesting for itself. To 
those who like to moralize there is a 
pretty question of morality put in the 
re marriage of 4 divorced couple 
under the influence ofa mistaken sense of 
duty. Thereseacknowledged that her judgment 
was at fault and before the end comes sees 
olearl ugh that duty cannot be so wellde- 
finea by a Drocrustean code as by individual 
intelligence app ied to individual needs, that 
moral conditions do not result 
from good intentions unless the good 
intentions are 8 rationalized by a good 
intelligence. In this feature Mrs. Chopin has 
offe her readers food for speculation—per 
baps without intending ft. But with what- 
ever mind the book is read it cannot fall to in- 
terest, and 8t. Louis people may be congrat- 
ulated on having one among them who prom- 
ises to rival the fame of Miss Murfree, .

A new and valuable ieature in the 
illustrations of living animals is the indica- 
tion Dy figures of the naturalsize. That is, 
the number of times the figure needs to be In- 
creased to be of the natural size is indicated. 
Many mechanical devices are used to make 
the book handy and easy of reference, ** Den- 
ison’s tag enables the reader to refer almost 
directly te the e wanted, while letters on 
the margin serve the same purpose when the 
tag is reversed. Tue volume can thus be 
freely used without any danger of disfiguring 
or tearing the pages. 

The introduction is written by Dr. Porter 
himself.

Oliver 

Goldsmith was born 

Nov. 10, 1728, at a 

hamiet called Pallas, County Longford, Ire- 

land, and hard by the village of Auburn— 

**loveliest village of the plain.’’ In childhood 

he was a victim of smalipox, which left him 

deeply pitted, and then and througheut life 

his features were so singular as to attract at- 

tention. His person was short, buiky, un- 

gainly; bis movements clumsy ana awkward, 

and his manners and conversation queer. In 

ehildheod, and to the day of his death, he was 

the butt of ridicule. His father, Rey. Charlies 

Goldsmith, was the village pastor, and the 

eldest son, Rev. Henry Goldsmith, succeeded 

thefather. Each was probably the original of 

that picture in ‘‘The Deserted Village’’ of the 
Village parson. 


His house was known to all the vagrant train; 
He chid their wanderings, but relieved their pain, 


At school Oliver’s first teacher was Paddy 
Byrne. Paddy had been for years a seldier 
and delighted to tell his pupils of the strange 
sights he had seen and of his romantic vicis- 
situdes. Probably Paddy's steries may have 
aided to make Oliver the worthless but lov- 
able vagabond he turned out to be. Oliver’s 
areas a student was not splendid. Yet at 
‘the age of 17 he was admitted to Trinity Oel- 
lege, Dublin, Edmund Burke being a college 
mate. Noll was still a vagabond. As a stu- 


dent he was not above fair. He took his 
Gegree in 1749 as Bachelor of Arts. But now 
that he is a man, what is he to do for a liveli- 
hood? It was concluded that Noll should take 
rders. But he must first pass two years of 
tudy and probation.

| He then applies to the Bishop for ordination. 
Oliver Goldsmith is rejected. Then he 
teaches school, earns some money, and 
Joiters, gambles and squandersit. An uncle 
elps him with liberality. He goes to Dublin, 
ays his fareonaship to America, gambles 
‘and squanmders the rest of his money and 
misses the departure of the ship. His rela- 
tives become fretted. Even his mother, who 
seems to have that accomplishment, rare 
ameng females, of a free use of 
the tengue, receives him, whenever 
he returns not coldly, but warm 
ly. He quits the maternal mansion 
and goes to his brother Henry. 
In no long time he and Henry quarrel. It is 
then decided that Oliver shall study law. His 
enerous uncle gives him an outfit, he goes to 
ublin, gambles and squanders it. Ashamed, 
he remains in Dublin foratime starving. His 
friends hear of his destitution and bring him 
home to his good uncle. It is determined to 
make himaphysician. He is sent to Edin- 
burgh; there he pursues the same course of 
folly, studies little and tries the patience of 
his friends. Not graduating at Edinburgh, he 
determines to visit the continent, his uncle 
agrecing to furnisn the money. He goes to 
don, then the first medical school in the 
tid. His success as astudent is nothing. 
knew almost nothisag of Dutck and ought 
t to have expected to learn solence in 
Leyden till he had first learned that lauguage. 
He soon becomes disgusted and quits Ley- 
den forthe French countries. Of Freach he 
had but a smattering, learned fromthe Irish 
Priest at Pallas. In February, 1755, this gifted 
enius and stupendous fool set out from 
yden on acontinental tour with one extra 
shirt, a guinea anda flute. Though he knew 
absolutely nothing of music scientifically, 
though unable to read a note, he sang comic 
songs so as to produce laughter and pathetic 
songs so as to draw tears, and he played the 
flute to perfection. With his songs and his 
flute he paid his way. At nighifallhe would 
stop at the house of a peasant, 
SING AND PLAY 
for his supper, lodging and breakfast and a 
lain lunch for dinner. If ne slept in the barn 
he was content. If herarely ate meat it was 
mo matter. He traveled on nothing. He trav- 
eled as a vagabond through Belgium, througn 
France, through Italy. Some say that he took 
his degree in medicine at Louvain in Belgium, 
other at Padua in Italy. He seems te have 
left no decisive assertien on the point. Preb- 
ably the truth is that he never in fact took the 
degree at all and never had medi- 
eal attainments that deserved it. 


He always vaguely pretended to 


have graduated in medicine, but they 
who knew Goldsmith best, had little confi- 
desce in his word. After two years on the 
continent Goldsmith came to London early in 
1756, absolutely penniless and among stran- 
gers. Among the poor of England his flute 
— him nothing. Often Oliver slept Dy a 

aystack hungry. He taught school awhile; 
he was apothecary’s menial awhile, he 
practiced medicine or at least cffered to 
Practice, awhile. Then he became a pub- 
lisher’s hack and bere begiss Goldsmith’s 
career in literature, acareer fullof toil, fall 
of humiliatior, full of the pangs of despised 
merit,’’ threughout life full of poverty and 
all the ills that poverty brings but in the end 
fullof glory, the glory that eutlives and, in 
the end, outshines all other glory, the glory 
ofa man of letters. 

Though as a bookseller’s hack, not 
getting reputation as a writer, he 
was getting knowledge of books and 
ekill as a writer and earning a scanty liv- 
ing. It was at this time that he got acquaint- 
ed with Dr. Samuel Johnsen, author of The 
Rambler’’ and ‘‘English Dictionary,’’ the 
leviathan of literature. He also fell im with 
Mr. Thomas Davies, who had been an actor, 
and, in truth, not a bad one. Despairing 
to excel Garrick, Davies had quit the 
stage and turned beokégeller. He had a fair 
knowledge of literature and his shop became 
insensibly a resert,a lounging place, of literary 
men. Tom's wife, too, was uncommonly 
pretty and formed another attraction. One

Tom occasionally gave a dinner party to lit- 
erary men.

At Tom’s shop and at his 
wife’stable, Goldsmith and Johuson became 
acquainted. The proper relation was soon 
established. Johnsen became Goldsmith’s 
master. This was right, for Goldsmith needea

Seller and sold it for $800. It was the ‘*Vicaro 
Wakefield.’’ For more than a hundred years 
that book has delighted man, weman and 
ohlld, the scholar and the clowu. The world 
has laughed invidiously at the sharper, who 
in every crowd talked about ‘‘the mae oy 
ef the world“ and has laughe 
lovingly at the simplicity and foolishness of 
the good Dr. Primrose just as it has Isughed 
and laughs to-day at the ludicrous faulte and 
foibles of poor Goldy. At the age of 80 Goethe 
re-read ‘‘the charming book from end to 
end. Except Huges Les Miserables“ 
where is a better novel? Yet it breucht its 
author just $300, scarcely more than you pay 
fera good horse. When shall wealth and 
vulgarity learn how to reward genius? What 
merriment, what sympathy with suffering in- 
nocenee, whatscorn of baseness, what in- 
centive to virtuous life has that novel fur - 
nished! For it all, the world paid but $300. 

The publication ef the nevel, however, was 
delayed for two years. Meanwhile, old- 
smith’s poem, ‘‘The Trayeler,’’ was pub- 
lished. Johnson, grand and generous oid 
growler that he was, praised it warmly in an 
article inthe Critical Review. He praised it 
socially, and on any questien of literature 
Johnsen’s 

PRAISE WAS VALUABLE. 

The poem rapidly became popular and 
yielded its publisher, Mr. Newbery, enormous 
gains. Goldsmith got for The Traveler“ 
twenty guineas. Wille The Traveler’’ was 
in its honeymoon of . glory the 
Earl of Northumberland, pleased with 
the poem, conceived the generous pur- 
pose to help the starving poet. He 
invited avisit. Goldsmith waited upon him, 
and was informed that he, the noble Earl, had 
been appointed Lord-Lieutenant ef Ireland 
and would be giad, especially as Goldsmith 
was a native of that country, to give him a 

osition. Fool that he was, Goldsmith, then 
airly starving, instantly mounted stilts, as- 
sumed consequential airs and intimated that 
he was superior to the necessity of accepting 
a favor from the Earl. Thus, says Sir 
John Hawkins, ‘‘did this idiot as to the 
world’s affairs, trifle and thrust back the 
hand held out to assist him.’’ 

Id lot though he was, it will hardly be do- 
Heved that at this late date Oliver Goldsmith, 
author ofthe ‘‘ Vicar of Wakefield’’ and ‘‘The 
Traveler,’’ abandoned his literary career 
bought the proper outfit and again opened an 
office as apbysician. His success was such as 
might have been predicted—almost none. If 
he had ever had medical learning, which is 
doubtful, he must have forgotten it, for in 
eleven ears the memory will lose any- 
thing. oon he is at the bedside of 
a patient, in company, unfortunately, 
with the apothecary. Dr. Goldsmith pre- 
scribes. The apothecary objects to the 
quantity. The patient, caring more for life 
than for the dignity of the physician, takes 
side with the manipulator of the pestie and 
mortar. In disgust and in poverty Goldsmith 
again abandons the practice of medicine. Once 
at the Club Goldsmith, toisang his head haugh- 
tily and assuming a grandiose manner, said: 
1 don’t practice medicine except among my 
friends.’’ Topham Beauclere, always ready 
for a half-malignant but half-loving joke, 
said: ‘‘Pray, Doctor, can’t you change your 
Plan and practice only among your ene- 
mies?’’ 

But the ‘‘Vicar of Wakefield’’ and the 
‘*Traveler’’ had made Goldsmith a literary 
lion. He was courted everywhere, but he 
was Goldsmith still, ungainly, awkwara, 
often unintentionally impertinent, almost 
3 foolish. e had asilly ambition 
toshine in conversation. No mar was less 
fitted for conversation. Occasionally, it is 
true, he uttered a sentence of rare bril- 
liancy. Occasionally in his confused, 
muddlied discourse you would discern 
the diamond’s flash. But as a rule he 
was below par. Not many writers 
ef purer, more charming English ever 
lived. Not many writers of more de- 
lightful imagery and sweeter sentiment ever 
lived. But no writer, not Resseau himself, 
was a greater fool. 

Goldsmith got into the club. Here he min- 
led socially with Johnson and Burke, Gar- 
rick and Beauclerc and Langton and Sir Josh- 
ua Reynolds, andfor atime, unfortunately, 
with that pompous and conceited upstart, Sir 
John Hawkins. Forimpertinence one night 
to one ofits members, Mr. Burke, the elub 
gave Sir Jonn the cold shoulder. He had the 
sense (it needed little sense to understand 
the hint they gave him) te withdraw. Sir John 
afterward, to show that he had once enjoyed 
the society ef gentlemen, published Remin- 
iscences of Johnson —as worthless as its 
worthless author. In the club poor Goldy 
was like himself—always blundering. Whea 
in fact he was net envious, his frowning or 
fidgetty manner was such that he seemed to 
be. He was unable to cenceal his 
feelings. Johnson, the greatest conver- 
sationalist that ever lived, he admired 
and leved and revered. Yet he 
was ambitious to equal or even surpass John- 
son in conversation. Though the most in- 
felicitous, blundering conversationist yet, 
in company of the best, of Johmson and 
Burke and Beauclerc and Langton, he wished 
to shine. Never did a man of genius make a 
fool of himself more completely. Once a 
German, observing from Johnson's rolling 
motion that he was aboutto say something, 
stopped Goldsmith’s talk by the exclamation, 
‘*Shtay, shtay, Toctor Shonson L 
going to shpeak!’’ 

. GOLDY WAS NETTLED. 

But Johnson sometimes came 
the worst. Everybedy knows 
style was learned, magniloquent, 
pempous Once when talking of 
fables about animals and their language 
Johnson was seen to be laughing derisively. 
„Why,“ said Goldsmith, ‘‘if Dr. Johnson 
should make little fishes talk, 
he would make them talk like whales,’’ 
an apposite criticism as Johnson himself saw. 
The King granted pensions atthe same time 
te Dr. Johnson and te Dr. Shebbeare—Bos- 
well’s wife, who disiike@ Johnson, said that 
the King had pensioned ashe bear and a he 
bear. Goldsmith, who leved Johnson with 
ali his roughness, said that he had nothing of 
the bear put hisskin. Johnsen weuld him- 
self abuse Goldsmith unmercifully, but would 
allow nobody else to do it. 

In 1770 ‘‘The Deserted Village’’ was pub- 
lished. It immediately became popular and 
at this hour is one of the most popular poems 
in the English language. The comedy of ‘‘The 
Good-Natured Man’’ had been published in 
1768. Johnson supperted it with generous 
zeal and scelded Goldsmith for his apprehen- 
sion of failure. In 1778 ‘*‘She Stoops to Con- 
quer’’ was putupon the stage. Both come- 
dies were received with a roar of applause 
and are still read with delight. Jobnson said 
of the latter: I Know ef no comedy for 
years that has answered so much the great 
ena of comedy—meaking an audience merry. 

About 1762 he had tried bis hand as a histo- 
rian, writing a histery of England. He did 
not attempt protundity of thought or minute- 
ness of research. He read such historie books 
as were within his reaeh and wrote his nar- 
rative in that pellucid style that charms. 
Years afterward he wrote for Tom Davies a 
history of Rome, ard then a history of Greece. 
By those whe have read it the latter 
is considered so werthiess in  subs- 
tance as net to be redeemed by 
felicitous diction. Goldsmith was even 
careless as to facts. One day Gibbon, author 
of the ‘‘Decline and Fall, came into bis 
room. Good, said Goldy in giee, just the 
manlIwant to see. You can save much rum- 
maging among books by giving me the name 
of that Indian general (meaning a Genera) in 
India) whe gave Alexander the Great such 
troubie.’’ „Montezuma, said Gibbon. 
„That's it, said Goldy, and was about to 
write it down when Gibbon, seeming to recol- 
lect better, said: ‘‘No, it was Porus.’’ 

Though Golasmithb,still a beekseller’s hack, 
was working like a dray horse, getting meager 
wages by severe toil, he got social enjoyment 
as a member ofthe club. There he was halt 
despised but warmiy loved. Topham Beau- 
clerc loved to tease him, but always kindly. 
Even Burke was not above playing a trick on 
him. All of them except eld Johnson would 
now and then tell white lies on poor Goldy, 
which he would believe and make a fool 
of himself. But one night ata club the suo- 
cess of bis friends ended so brilliantly that it 
must be told. They toek to extemporizing 
epitaphs on Goldsmith. Garrick gave this: 


Here lies our poor Oliver. for shortness called Noll, 
Who wrote like an angel, but talked like poor Poll. 

Te have his conversational powers decried 
was too much and Geldy was nettlied. He 
Getermined to retaliate, and a few weeks 
afterward produced the poem ‘‘Retaliation,’’ 
the best poem ofits kind ever produced 
the pen of man.

Whether 
he thought the job teo big or whether he was 
actually afraid to poke fun at the leviathar of 
liturature cannot known. 

But Geldemith’s health began to fall. At 
last be was seized witha fever. He refused

Society is in a delightful flutter just new, 
for the book is to be publishea in a few days. 
The proof-sheets have been carefully guarded 
and not over a dozen persons besides these 
immediately connected with the undertaking 
have been privileged to glance at them. Dur- 
lng the summer just closed Mr. McAllister 
carefully revised the book, and on the first 
Gay of September it wens into the publisher’s 
Bands with every correction and emendation 
made that the great social leader deemed nec- 
essary. And it may be interesting to add that 
as these final proofs passed into the hands of 
the publisher, they in turn passed a certified 
check for $10,000 to the distinguished author 
asapart payment for the work which has 
taken up at least a year of his valuable time. 
In addition to this sum he is to receive a roy- 
alty of 20 cents on every volume of the 500, 000 
volumes Which both he and the 
publishers believe the public will 


eagerly buy. A very tidy sum, you will say, 
but them there is only one MoAllister, and 
he will probably write only this one beok. 
As be is not a man of large fortune, the money 
received from this literary labor will be doubly 


welcome. It has been one of the problems 
that agitated New York swells for years, how 
McAllister managed tocut theswath he did 
on his limited income. No one bas ever placed 
it over $20,000 a year, and yet he manages to 
live like asybarite, givethe best dinners in 
town, keep a stabie of good horses, and lead 
in acontest where many men of many mil- 
lions have signally failed. But then McAllister 
understands the value of money.He knows ex- 
actly whatadollar will purchase. He never 
squandersa penny. His house is a dainty lit- 
tle place, filled with rare bric-a- brac and cu- 
rious odds and ends of things picked up in the 
course of his busy life. Most ofthese ebjects 
ot art he has boughtforaseng at various 
times during auction sales or at atime when 
some 

LESS FORTUNATE SWELL 
has been compelled to give up the race and 
sink beneath the waves of social oblivion. 
The result is McAllister’s home is one of the 
prettiest, but by no means mest expensive 
that there are in town. He is prudence per- 
sonified in every walk of life. He never 
makes the mistake of having over eight or 
ten persons to dinner. If he bad a score or 
more the cost would be very great, but small 
dinner parties, with an mine OO BR good 
menue, withrare wines, purchased now and 
then at some sale and kept in his cellar for 
many years, are not so costly, and the host is 
sure to keep on the best of terms with such 
people as he may wish to dine at his house. 
The same care and prudence in his clothing 
are noticeable, His valet is a man 
of discretion, and knows how to 
make old ciothes look like new. 80, 
while it may be said that MeAllister’s idea in 
writing this beok is simply to give Americans 
an idea of what real society is and how it 
should be conducted, there is another side to 
the question, andthatis. the pecuniary one. 
If he succeeds in making from $50,000 to $60,000 
he will have gained two points, a very com- 
fortable addition to his bank account and the 
distinction of beimg the author of the only 
beok on social usages. 

Now tor the book. It is likely to prove a 
disappointment. Scores of people who be- 
lieve themselves entitled to mention in it will 
be pained and surprised to find never a word 
about themselves between its covers. There 
are not more than halfa dozen persons named 
in the book, and these only for the purpese of 
comparison. It was thought at one time 
that the book would be a sort of am American 
‘‘Burke’s Peerage,’’ but this isnotso. Mrs. 
Astor and one ortwo other ladies are men- 
tioned in it, but only to enforce a point or 
illustration. Those persons who have been 
pestering McAllister with suggestions about 
the book, what he should write and what he 
should omit, will be grievously disappointed 
at this news. All sort of diplomatic arts were 
practiced on the author during the past year 
toinduce him te mention this, that or the 
other person, with the idea of giving them a 
social status. To have done this would have 
entailed a great 

MANY HEARTBURNINGS 

and probably would have caused a social rev- 
olution in New York. Andso after mature 
deliberation Mr. McAllister decided that he 
would only use afew names and thus avoid 
trouble. e has, bowever, sketched a great 
many persons, and the disguises, while clever 
enough, will readily be seen through. 

‘*] don’t know, he said recently, dut 
what the book will be a failure. I call it 
‘Society as I Have Found It. Itook up the 
task without any idea of what I wasdoing. I 
am not a literary man in any sense of the 
word, and yet a few literary people who have 
read the book pay me the compliment of suay- 
ing that I write smoothly. I found that a 
great many persons were writing about me 
and making a great deal of money out of my 
name. Tois was probably the reason that, 
determined me to begin the work, for I 
recognize that my brains belong te myself. 

In pian and sco the book covers forty 
years of New York’ssociai life. During that 
time Mr. McAllister has been a marked figure 
here. There has been ne great entertainment 
during that period at which be bas not been 
present. He has given more of his time to the 
study of social matters than any other man or 
woman in this country. One point that he has 
made prominent throughout the volume is 
that the basis of American society is not pure- 
ly of wealth. He could, of course, mention a 
great many names to substantiate this, but he 
has notdone so. He attempts to prove that 
society has as its basis culture and the social 
acaulrements which the wealth of sev- 
eral generations would naturally and easily 
develop. He pays afine compliment to the 
social leaders of te-day by saying that the 
come from a long line of wealthy, refined an 
educated people, and he deals a crushin 
blow to those who have recently acqui 
wealth and with it obtain an entree into so- 
ciety by adding that wealth alone has littie 
to recommend it among refined, welil-bred 
men and women of good birth and gentle 


breed! . 

While to an tent the book is a memolr, it 
is net Wholly 0 Of the sixteen chapters, the 
Arat few are reminiscent aud discursive. After 
this the author traces the growth of society 
through all its phases of development down 
to the present. There is a flavor of Lord 
Ches eld’s delightful letters about it all, 
with hints on etiquette, the manner in which 
great receptions and dinners are given and 
should be given, and it points out to these de- 
sirous of entering society some of the stum- 
bling blocks in the way.
